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THE SENATORS HESITATE 


CLERK YOUNG NOT YET INFORMED 
OF AIS DISMISSAL. 


4 MOTION PENDING FOR A RECONSID- 
ERATION—ALSO ONE TO REMOVE 
THE SECRECY FROM THE VOTE— 
HOW THE SENATORS VOTED. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—Chief Executive Clerk 
James R. Young, who was ordered to be dis- 
missed yesterday by the Senate, has not yet re- 
ceived notice of his dismissal, and to-day itis 
understood that the delay isto be attributed 
toa motion made yesterday for a reconsider- 
ation of the vote by which he was condemned 
without ahearing, and pending a motion, that 
was objected to, to remove the injunction of 
gsocrecy from the vote. 

If the Senators can so demean themselves as 
to take the unworthy course that they have, 
they ought to goon with the shameful exhibi- 
tion, and let themselves be known by their 
names. The list will be useful, when it is au- 
thoritatively given out, and as the men who 
have perpetrated this injustice round out their 
careers, and meet with the accidents that may 
occur to the most careful politicians, opportu- 
nity will be afforded to those who have memories 
to direct public attention to them as men who 
were destitute of the sense of fairness or 
decency, and deserving of execration. 

The majority in this case is said to have been 
procured by the hectoring of “ Bub” Hale, 
(Rep., Maine.) How proud the Senators must 
be of the fact! Bearing in mind the reputation 
he has borne, and of which his associates know 
all that they care to know and more than they 
can tell in polite society, it must have been at 
least with a sense of dissatisfaction, but not 
shame—for these men are incapable of that 
nobler emotion—that they yielded to the fear 
that he would deprive them of appropriations 
or interfere with their legislative purposes if 
Mr. Young was not dismissed. 

Then think of Mr. Sherman (Rep., Ohio,) who 
waxed eloquent when Mr. Cleveland was Presi- 
dent, in protesting against the removal of men 
without stating the reasons for their removal, 
telling the Senators of his own side that, if the 
Committee on Foreign Relations was not sup- 
ported in the demand for the dismissal of Mr. 
Young, itsmember, would not act in executive 
session with the other members. The Senate 


was apparently on the point of breaking up in 
the effort to dismiss a clerk who must be slan- 
dered while he was dismissed. = 

Every decent member of the Senate is deeply 
annoyed over this shameful proceeding. The 
men who led in it were Hale, (Rep., Me.,) Cam- 
eron, (Rep., Penn.,) and Quay, (Rep,, Penn.,) 
although Cameron, who has pretended to be 
Young’s friend, and who voted for him, has 
been just as anxious as Quay to get the Execu- 
tive Clerk out and to getanew man in. Quay 
Was away yesterday, and one of his friends 
declares that he was absent because he 
was celebrating the victory that he won in Lan- 
caster County the day before, and was not in 
condition to attend to business. Several mem- 
bers, including Pettigrew, (Rep., 8. D.,) 
“sneaked” after they had given assurances of 
their disgust at the proceeding and their deter- 
mination to vote against the Committee on For- 
eign Relations. 

A few men, Democrats, understood to be un- 
friendly to Mr. Young, were among those who 
voted against him, and several of the Democrats 
who were present and who did not vote were his 
Warm personal friends. The latter believed that 
the Republicans had made the wallow and ought 
to be allowed the exclusive privilege of rolling 
init. Young Senators, terrified by the bluster- 
ing of *‘ Bub” Hale, were weak enough to vote 
against their own conviction of manliness and 
fairness, to avoid further hectoring bv the cock 
robin Senator from Maine. 

The vote for dismissal was secured with diffi- 
culty, and, in order tomake a quorum, several 
Democrats voted. The vote was 30 in favor of 
the resolution and 21 againstit. It takes forty- 
tive Senators to make a quorum. After careful 
inquiry among Senators, it is ascertained that 
the vote stood on the resolution of dismissal 
as follows:

The following is the letter laid before the ex- 
ecutive session yesterday, just before the body 
refused to order an investigation of Mr. Young’s 
conduct and vacated his office: 


WASHINGTON, March 27, 1892. 
Tie Hon. J. D. Cameron: 

DEAR Siz: I have carefully considered the sug- 

yey you made in our conversation this morning, 

the effect that | should resign the position I have 
held for fifteen years as principal executive clerk of 
the Senate. Under ordinary circumstances [ should 
accept it with promptitude. It is, however, associ- 
ated with an impression that I understand to exist 
in the minds of some Senators that I am cognizant of 
invasion of the rights and dignity of the Senate in- 
volved in recent publications of debates in executive 
session. 

I am deeply concerned in this. The secrecy of the 
Senate rests upon the members as an obligation in- 
cambent upon gentiomen. It thus rests upon me, 
and likewise upon the oath I have taken to respect 
and protect it. Iam not alone responsible to the 
Senate, whose trust has been abused, but to the 
courts of justice, for the violation of law. Itis 
therefore my immediate duty to demand from the 
Senate the severest investigation. I should, if per- 
mitted, take part, not in self-defense, for,as the Ex- 
ecutive Clerk of the Senate, I have done nothing re- 
guiriog either explanation or defense, but to the end 
that the truth be known and the sovereignty of the 
Senate over its deliberations maintained. 

This is my right as an officer of the body and asa 
citizen before the law—a right which the Senate asa 
supreme tribunal will protect. That over and done 
and there will be no difficulty as to the cheerful ac- 
ag of your suggestion regarding my tenure of 
office.

UNITED ON CLEVELAND. 
—- -- > - — 
MARYLAND’S REGULAR AND REFORM 
DEMOCRATS WILL WORK TOGETHER. 


BALTIMORE, April 12.—All the State is still 

talking about the speech of I. Freeman Rasin 
indorsing Cleveland and offering the resolution 
which committed the Calumet Club to his re- 
nomination. 
. Mr. Rasin has been in politics some thirty-five 
years. He has conquered a dozen local leaders in 
Baltimore politics. He has built up a machine 
that controls the city more thoroughly than ever 
Tammany did New-York. He has headed the 
lobby and made more money ort of politics 
than any man in Maryland. In every move- 
ment of the regular management he has been a 
leading factor, and without his work Gorman 
would have been defeated over and over again 
in this city. He has boasted that he controls 
the entire liquor vote without ever having en- 
tered a saloon. 

And yet, large as has been the part that he 
has played in the affairs of this town, he has 
never made a speech in publtc until he distin- 
guished himself Friday night. His action then 
showed how quick he is to take advantage of a 
situation. He came away from the Legislature 
with his influence weakened and his prestige 
damaged. He found that on Wednesday even- 
ing next the reform Democrats were to hold a 
monster mass meeting in favor of Cleveland, 
tariff reform, and sound money. 

So he jumped into the opportunity, came out 
flat-footedly for the same issues and the same 
candidate, and placed the Calumet Club right 
at the head of the Cleveland procession. He is 
ashrewd politician and a careful observer of 
men and affairs, and when he states, as he 
stated to-day, that Cleveland will be nominated 
by acclamation without contest or opposition of 
any sort, he speaks as @ man who is sure of 
what he is talking about. E 

The reform Democrats are happy in spite of 
the fact that the regulars have appropriated 
some of the wind which was to fill their saila on 
Wednesday evening, and they have invited the 
Calumets to come to their meeting and to hear 
more of Cleveland and reform. It thus happens 
that the elements which have been warring for 
some sixteen years on local issues are harmoni- 
ously united in spirit, if notin organization, on 
Presidential matters. Mr. Rasin will be one of 
the delegates to Chicago, and, of course, Mr. 
Gorman will head the delegation. 

Since the publication in THE Times of Sunday 
of the dispatch telling of Rasin’s speech, several 
of the New-York papers have contained commu- 
nications declaring that Gorman is working in 
Maryland to humiliate Hill. The statement is 
absurd from the fact that there is absolutely no 
Hill sentiment in the State. He never did have 
a following here, and the utter failure of his 
Southern trip has destroyed even the discussion 
of hisname. Private Jetters from the South to 
Baltimore business houses pronounce Hill’s 
Southern campaign the fiattest botch on record.

BAD BLOWFOR ED. MURPHY 


MANNING WON IN ALBANY, GOR- 
MAN IN COHOES. 


THUGS TRIED TO STAMPEDE THE ELEC- 
TION OFFICERS, BUT WERE FOUGHT 
BACK BY THE POLICE—SAD PREDICA- 
MENT OF HILL’S GREAT HENCHMAN. 


ALBANY, April 12.—In spite of the stupid and 
uncalled-for interference of United States Sen- 
ator Hill, Chairman Murphy, and the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, the Democratic Party 
of Albany, under the leadership of D. Cady 
Herrick and James H. Manning, achieved a 
signal and brilliant victory to-day in the city 
and county. 

Mayor Manning, the energetic son of the late 
Daniel Manning, was re-elected Mayor of Al- 
bany by a majority of 5,500. Thirteen of the 
seventeen members of the Board of Aldermen 
were elected by the Democrats, who also con- 
trol the next Board of Supervisors, electing 
seventeen out of the thirty-one members. 

In many respects this result was a complete 
surprise. The Republican candidate for Mayor 
of Albany was Gen. James M. Warner, a gradu- 
ate of West Point, a hero of the rebellion, who 
wore the star of a General before he was t wenty- 
seven years of age, and who, as Postmaster of 
Albany, has refused to discharge a number of 
competent Democrats at the command of a 
number of the Albany County Republican 
bosses. 

While his election at no time was regarded as 
possible, the Republicans were contident 
of carrying the Board of Supervisors, and 
the most hopeful of Democrats conceded 
that such a result was possible. Tho 
result, however, proves that even with 
the officious interference of Hill and Murphy 
the splendid organization which Daniel Man- 
ning made in this county, and which Judge 
Herrick has maintained successfully, resisted 
the heavy charges made against it and elected, 
in spite of internecine strife and treachery, the 
entire ticket which was nominated at the regu- 
lar convention. 

The Hill faction, which controls all the valu- 
able franchises in the city, which disburses all 
the patronage in the Capitol and the City Hall, 
gathered together a fund which was judiciously 
handled in several of the wards of this city. In 
the Fifth Ward the Hill crowd, under the man- 
agement of Judge Hugh Reilly of the Court of 
Claims; Andrew Hamilton, its Clerk; Eugene 
Wood, the well-known politician, and Anthony 


N. Brady, the contractor, paid as high as $20 
and $30 for voters. 

In Cohoes the election was attended with con- 
Se that were simply disgraceful. A gang 
of heelers of Edward Murphy’s crossed the river 
from Troy and attempted to stuff the ballot 
boxes in two districts. The Inapectors resisted, 
and the Troy thugs attempted to snatch the 
boxes. The police intervened and with drawn 
clubs took Eooonenen of the ballots and carried 
them to Police Headquarters. 

Here the mob, sullen and ugly, gathered, and 
for a while it appeared as if a raid would be 
made by the lawless characters from the ad- 
joining county. 

It is a fact generally admitted that Gov. Flow- 
er, Senator Hill, and Chairman Murphy are di- 
rectly responsible for the disgraceful scenes 
that were enacted to-day. The fault is laid di- 
rectly to the veto of the Cohoes Election In- 
spectors bill, a just measure. Had not Gov. 
Flower vetoed that bill, had not David B. Hill 
advised it, had not Edward Murphy demanded 
Fagg election to-day would have been peace- 
able. 

The whole purpose of that veto was to defeat 
John T. Gorman, the regular Democratic candi- 
date for piaese, and to elect John Garside, the 
stump candidate, who took the field because his 
boss, Edward Murphy, ordered him to do so. 

Now what happens? Garside, defeated by his 
own party for the nomination, is defeated for 
elecfion by the people of the city. His defeat 
is a defeat for the Chairman of the Democratic 
8tate Committee. 


CoHoEs, N. Y., April 12.—The struggle at the 
municipal election to-day was one of the hardest 


fought and liveliest in local history. The elect- 
ore by their actions and votes demonstrated that 
they were in favor of home rule and ageinst out- 
side interference. The fight was a hand-to-hand 
encounter, and every inch of ground was con- 
tested from the time of opening to the closing 
of the polls. 

When Gov. Flower set his seal on the Inspect- 
ors bill last Friday, thus denying the people of 
their right to govern themselves, the friends of 
John T. Gorman became more resolute, and a 
large number of additional electors flocked to 
his banner. 

He had the law-abiding ‘people with him, and 
many who would have. voted for Strong, the 
Republican candidate, under ordinary ciroum- 
stances, rallied to his support, in order to de- 
feat Boss Murphy and his uncalled-for interfer- 
ence. It took plenty of unrelenting hard work 
to stand up against the combined forces of Boss 
Murphy and the canal patronage, but to-night 
the victory of Mr. Gorman compensates for all 
the laborious efforte put forth. 

He is elected by 200 over Strong, Republican, 
for Mayor, and 500 over John Garside, Boss 
Murphy’s stump candidate. Mr. Gorman oar- 
ries the Supervisors through in three wards, 

John T. Gorman, the Representative in the 
Assembly from the Fourth District of Albany 
County, was nominated for Mayor by the regu- 
lar Democratic Convention. John Garside, the 
present Mayor, backed by Edward Murphy, 
failing in the regular convention, had 
a@ special convention of his own. Mr. 
Gorman captured the delegates from four 
of the wards, and received the indorsement 
therefore, of not only the anti-Hill but the Hill 
convention. Then Mr. Murphy caused a peti- 
tion to be circulated for signatures, and through 
this means Mr. Garside came before the people 
asa candidate. He was backed by the canal 
patronage and Boss Murphy. 

Farly in the -session of the Legislature, Mr. 
Gorman introduced a Dill to have acoorded to 
Cohoes the same rights as are accorded other 
cities relative to the appointment of Inspectors 
by the Police Board. A similar bill was passed 
for Troy, but Mr. Gorman’s was smothered in 
committee until the open rupture in the Assem- 
bly, which sent the Excise bill into the diteh. 

‘hen peace was made to bridge matters over, 
and pap given the Albany represertatives. 
This wae spoiled by Goy. Flower’s veto Friday. 

The Murphy-Gareide contingent found that 
rather than proving disheartening to the Gor- 
man anti-Hill element, it ad spurred 
them to more aggressive work, an be- 
coming fearful o the result, Edward 
Murphy spent Sunday in Cohoes. He called 
into his conference James Dougrey, the sport 
from Saratoga County, and George Simmons, 
the Deputy Superintendent of Public Works. 
The meeting was at John Garside’s home, and 
it lasted all Sunday afternoon. The plan was to 
prevent an election of any of the candidates, 
providing that at noon of election day it was 
seen that Garside could not pull through. 

By frustrating the will of the voters, Garside 
and the other local officers would hold 
over. The plan was nicely laid, and 
would have been consummated to-day 
had not sagacious measures been taken 
by Mr. Gorman and his following. This 
morning early nearly 100 strange faces were 
seen about headquarters. It soon became noised 
about that these men were Pinkerton detectives. 
But such was not the case. They were all resi- 
dents of Albany County, and within an hour ail 
had been sworn in as special policemen. ‘ 

When the polls opened at 8 o'clock these spe- 
cials, with the regular force of ten patrolmen, 
were distributed about the twenty polling 
booths. Repeaters made their appearance early, 
but were prevented from operating to any 
great extent, and left for Albany, where 
the. were to aid in the Firth and 
Eighth Ward fights. The measures taken 
by the Gorman men were desperate, but 

roved to have been well calculated, for about 

:30 in the afternoon between 400 and 500 
strangers swarmed into the city. They came 
from all sections simultaneously. 

In the main they were as repulsive looking a 
crowd as could be gathered, worse looking than 
the thugs Hill brought from Elmira to the snap 
convention. Itis doubtful if amore disrepu- 
table looking crowd of bandits could be col- 
lected in any one city of the United States. 

They were led by Chief of Detectives Markham 
and Detectives Hi Ford and Dan Cleary of 
Troy. They were the men. who were to 
carry into execution the attack upon 
the ballot boxes, as outlined by the 

uartet in Mr. Garside’s house on Sunday. But 
they found Mr. Gorman’s forces well organized, 
and accomplished nothing save beating a few 
inoffensive onlookers. They tried to obstruct 
the booths, but the police and Gorman forces 
drove them away. 

Half an hour before the time for closing 
the lls & concerted attack, when it was 
found that nothing could be accomplished 
ctherwise, was made on the polling places 
of the Third and Fourth Districts of the Fourth 
Ward. In the Third District the mob 
invaded the polling room, and two of the In- 
spectors, John Moore and James Cullen, one 

publican and one Garside Democrat, beat a 
hasty retreat, lea’ Edward Cummings, the 
Gorman Inspector, alone to defend the boxes. 

The mob grabbed the boxes, but they were 
snatohed away from the thugs the Gorman 
men, who were reinforced, andin a short time 





order was restored. Then Inspector Cummings 
swore in two new Inspectors and conducted the 
election until5 o’clock, when another charge 
was made upon the boxes. 

The police secured the boxes and carried them 
to Police Headquarters, having to fight their 
way through and against the mob the entire 
distance. The story gained ourreney that 
there had been murder committed, but this, 
like moat of the other wild rumors, was 
false. The Fourth Distriot polling place was 
besieged aby the mob at the hour of 
closing, and for a_ time the _ ballot 
boxes were in possession of the 
dthugs. But the poe succeeded in capturing 
them, and after half an hour's struggle man- 
aged to deposit them in the station house, under 
the protection of the police and safe from out- 
side interference. The ballots cast in the two 
districts attacked were counted. 

At midnight the returns were all in, and 
showed a total vote of 4,600. They also showed 
that Mr. Gorman and the Democratic ward 
tickets in the First, Fourth, and Fifth had been 
elected. The Republicans carried the Second 
and Third Waras. 

The police were under the supervision of 
Chief Ahern, the Gorman forces under the 
personal charge of Mr. Gorman. The Garside 
following, which numbered about 300 men, who 
are supported from the canal patronage, were 
directed by Mr. Garside and George £. Sim- 
mons. The Garside men areinan ugly humor 
to-night, and are almost the sole patrons of the 
saloons.

THE DEMOCRACY FOR CLEVELAND— 
REPUBLICAN SCHEMES. 


WILMINGTON, Del., April 12.—The Democratic 
State Central Committee of Delaware met at 
Dover to-day and selected Tuesday, May 17, at 
Dover, as the time and place for holding the 
Democratic State Convention. 

The convention will consist of 182 delegates— 
62 from New-Castle County, 60 from Kent, and 
60 from Sussex. Its work will be almost en- 
tirely confined to the selection of delegates and 
alternates to the Chicago Convention, as an- 
other convention will be held during the latter 


part of July or early in August for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for Presidential Electors and 
Representative in Congress. . 

The members of the State Central Committee 
are decidedly in favor of the nomination of 
Cleveland for President, with only a natural 
reservation for Mr. Bayard or Senator Gray, in 
the remote event of the situation so changing 
as to make the nomination of Mr. Cleveland ap- 
pear inadvisable. Several who were questioned 
oy Tue TIMES’s correspondent answered as fol- 

ows:

Cleveland is the choice of everybody down our

The assembling of the Democratic State Con- 
vention on May 17 will be the formal opening, 
as far as that party is concerned, of a campaign 
that promises to be even more desperately con- 
tested than was the campaign for Governor two 
years ago. 

_The Republican State Convention for the elec- 
tion of delegates to the Minneapolis Convéntion 
will be held at Dover May 5, but the Republic- 
an campaign work, particularly in this county, 
has been in active progress for the past six 
months. Never before were such efforts put 
forth by the Republican managers to get in 
shape for a political campaign in this State. Their 
County Committee has been in constant session, 
and the work of getting the negroes assessed 
was never 80 vigorously prosecuted. 

Where many of these negroes came from will 
probably remain forever a profound mystery, 
for it would be impossible to establish a legiti- 
mate residence for them here. With a colored 
population in oy estimated at 8,000 
the negro poll taxables for this city alone 
already exceed 3,000, a number far in excess of 
the generally-accepted ratio of voters to popu- 
lation. And all of these taxables, together 
with many white men, are furnished with 
money for the payment of their taxes by the 
Republican Committee. 

The amount of money required for all this 
preliminary work, particularly for the payment 
of taxes, is a matterof much commentand ex- 
cites curiosity as to where the fund comes from. 
It is far in excess of what the local office holders 
and interested Republicans could be prevailed 
upon to contribute at this time, and the belief is 
general that it comes from the coffers of the 
Republican National Committee. 

ere isa well-defined impression that the 
Republican plan of campaign this year, instead 
of depending upon a desperate effort to carry 
New-York, will comprise an onslaught upon 
the States of Connecticut, Delaware, and West 
Virginia. The 15 Electoral votes of these three 
States, added to the States (exclusive of New- 
York) that voted for Harrison in 1888, would 
give the Republicans 226 votes, or just 5 major- 
me in the next Electoral College. 

t looks like a close calculation, but it could 
be made effective by carrying the States men- 
tioned, and the campaign now under way here 
gives reasons for believing that the plan will be 
tried and that the necessary missionary work 
in Delaware is already in active progress.

THE NEW VOTING MACHINE SUBMITTED 
TO A PRACTICAL TEST. 


Lockport, N. Y., April 12.—The Hill bosses 
and leaders in this city were given a severe set- 
back in to-day’s municipal election. The Re- 
publicans elected their Mayor and six out of the 
eight Aldermen. John T. Darrison’s majority 
for the Mayoralty is between 300 and 400. The 
city is usually Democratic by a large majority, 
but the Hill men controlled the caucuses and 


put up whoever pleused them as candidates. 
‘he result was the anti-Hill men cut the ticket 
mercilessly. 

The blame of the defeat is attributed in a 
measure to the influence of Mayor Liddle, the 
Democratic incumbent, and ex-Chairman of the 
Democratic County Committee William Spald- 
ing, who refused to contribute to the campaign 
fund this Spring. The anti-Hill men are vindi- 
coated in their assertion that the better class of 
Democrats would stay at home or vote the Re- 
publican ticket.

PATTISON HOLDS THE REINS 


THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 
AT HARRISBURG 10-DAY. 


IT WILL BE CONTROLLED BY THE AD- 
MINISTRATION EASILY—THE SENTI- 
MENT IN FAVOR OF CLEVELAND 
PREDOMINATES WITH DELEGATES. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., April 12.—On the eve of 
the Democratic Convention the situation re- 
mains pretty much as it did yesterday, with 
this difference: The administration leaders 
then made public their estimate of the relative 
stréngth of the administration and anti-admin- 
istration wings of the convention with the dele- 
gates still absent; to-night the delegates are 
here. They have been arriving on every train 
to-day, and they have rounded up in the two 
camps in about the proportion predicted by 
Secretary Harrity. 

The delegates wearing the blue or adminis- 
tration badge are about three to one to those 
wearing the red or Guffey badge. Guffey has 
the shouters; Harrity the delegates. At 8 
o'clock to-night it was apparent that the ratio of 
members of the Committee on Credentials 
would be thirty-five to fifteen in favor of the ad- 
ministration, which means short shrift to the 
contestants. So plain has it become that the 
administration is in absolute control of the ait- 
uation that the clear-headed adherents of Wal- 
lace and Guffey privately acknowledge them- 
selves beaten. Capt. Skinner has been talk- 
ing “harmony” on the basis of allow- 
ing Guffey and Wallace to go on the slate as 
delegates at large to Chicago, but both Guffey 
and Wallace declare this proposition to be unau- 
thorized by them, and it is doubtful if 1t would 
be entertained by the administration people, 
now that they are assured of absolute control of 
the convention. While the younger element 
clearly predominates, there are enough of the 
old-time leaders on hand to give the crowd an 


old-fashioned flavor. The old leaders are only 
spectators, however; the boys will run the con- 
vention. 

The Wallace-Stenger-Gufley contingent at the 
Bolton House were reinforced this morning by 
the arrival of E. F. Kerr otf Bedford, ex-Con- 
gressman Cofroth of Somerset, J. F. Snyder, 
and E. A. Bigler of Cleartield, but, notwith- 
standing these additional workers, the anti- 
administration headquarters showed little 
signe of life. 

The delegates who came by the arriving trains 
continued to report at the Commonwealth and 
adorn themselves with Cleveland-Pattison 
badges with a unanimity that was monotonous. 
Late in the afternoon, however, a train load of 
shouters for Guffey, very dry and very hoarse, 
marched into the Bolton House and broke the 
stillness thet up to this time had characterized 
the proceedings at this old-time Democratic 
hostelry. 

A half hour later the Stenger special train ar- 
rived from Philadelphia, and ita occupants, 
about sixty strong, marched up Market Street 
preceded by a band. The Bolton House for the 
time being was crowded and noisy, but the most 
of the crowd were shouters, not delegates. An 
old convention habitué is struck with the pre- 
dominance of new faces among the delegates, 
a sure indication that the advent of the Patti- 
son Administration has infused new blood into 
Democratic councils and brought new leaders 
to the front. The leaders are here, but they 
seem to be practically without a following. The 
new men have cast their lot with the adminis- 
tration, and are going to sustain it with an 
emphasis that is unmistakable. 

As a result of a conference lasting until near- 
ly midnight to-night between Secretary of State 
Harrity, Gov. Pattison, Attorney General Hen 
sel, and a number of the most prominent Demo- 
crates in the State, the listof those names most

Senator Ross permanent Chairman. 
The Electers at large will be Mortimer F. 
Euliott of Ley John G. Bullitt, Philadelphia; 
Col. Thomas B. Kennedy, Franklin, and Henry 
Meyer, Allegheny. Among the leading names 
mentioned for the eight delégates at large 
are William M._ SBingerly, Philadelphia; 
State Senator Hall, Elk County; Attor- 
ney General Hensel, ex-Sheri Charles 
Robinson of Lackawanna, State Senator 
o—— Ross of Bucks, J. L. MoKinnay of Craw- 
ford, Patrick Foley of Pittsburg, State Senator 
Grant Herring of Columbia, and 8. L. Mestra- 
sat of Fayette. If the latter is not elected as 
a district delegate he will probably go on the 
national ticket and Senator Herring will be 
dropped. The candidates for Congressmen at 
large will be Geerge A. Allen, ex-United States 
District Attorney, Erie, and Mayor Thomas P.

There is much opposition to the adoption of a 
unit rule, but Secretary Harrity declares that 
the sixty-four delegates to the Chicago Conven- 
tion will be instructed te vote as a unit. 





FLOODS IN MISSISSIPPI. 


HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE BELIEVED TO 
HAVE RESULTED. 


NEwW-ORLEANS, April 12.—The reported loss 
of life and property by the floods on the Tom- 
bigbee River has been confirmed. The citizens 
of Loundes County, Miss., have petitioned Con- 
gressman Allen, their representative, to ask the 
Government for aid, as their own means are in- 
adequate to the needs of the homeless people. 
The losses of life are variously estimated at 
from 50 to 200. 

Losses of live stock and - are beyond 
computation at present, but will be enormous. 
Meagre details only are obtainable, as commu- 
nication is cut off from the flooded section.

TOKIO’S GREAT LOSS BY FIRE. 


OVER 6,000 HOUSES DESTROYED AND 
MANY LIVES LOST. 


LonpoN, April 12.—A dispatch from Tokio 
says that the conflagration that broke out there 
on Sunday laat did enormous damage. The dis- 
patch is vague as to which portion of the city 
was burned over, but states that 6,000 houses 
were destroyed. The loss of life was heavy. 
Up to the present it is known that fifty of the 
natives lost their lives, and a number are still 
missing. 


Tokio, formerly called Yeddo, is the capital of 
the Japanese Empire. Its sea of houses rises 
from the flat shore of the Bay of Yeddo and ex- 
tends back to a range of low hills, which inclose 
in a wide curve the northern and western sides 
ofthetown. The area embraced within the city 
limits is nearly equal to that of Paris. It in- 
cludes, however, many waste places and numer- 
ous tea and mulberry plantations, so that the 
population is not correspondingly large. The 
city is divided into two parts by the O-gawa, 
or Great River, the western portion of the city 
being by far the most important. 

Compared with the other cities of Japan, 
Tokio ia a new town, its history dating from the 
year 1598. In 1875 it had, according to the 
most trustworthy statistics of the empire, 565,- 
905 inhabitants, distributed through 1,177 
streets, with 149,383 houses, 1,026 Buddha 
temples, and 104 Shintdé temples. At present, 
including the suburbs, there are about 1,389,- 
000 inhabitants to 300,000 houses. 

Tokio is noted for its fires. Many of the 
stately and rich palaces which formerly adorned 
the city have been burned to the ground. In 
1858 a single tire destroyed fully one-fourth of 
the whole city, and in one night, in 1876, 8,000 
houses were burned. Another fire occurred in 
1874 which destroyed the famous Buddha 
temple, one of the city’s great public plaves. 
The houses that afford fuel for these fires are of 
light wooden or bamboo construction and are 
built with incredible rapidity. 

The whole business portion of the oity is 
studded with clay fire-proof storehouses, into 
which all the chief valuables are hastily thrust 
immediately upon the breaking out of a fire in 
the neighborhood. The massive iron doors and 
shutters of these fire-proof “ dova” are, as 
soon as the interior is filled, cemented air-tight. 
Lighted candies having been placed inside be- 
fore the closing of the last door in order to ex- 
haust the inflammable oxygen of the inclosed 
air, the structure may ve left to be raged around 
by the fire, and may even be raised to a red 
heat without danger of combustion inside,

WHITES CONTROLLED IT.

CONVENTION OF THE ‘“‘ REFORM REPUB- 
LICAN PARTY” OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 


CoLuMBIA, 8. C., April 12.—Some time ago a 
few white men who were office holders started 
what they called the “Reform Republican 
Party.”” They hoped to secure the affiliation 
ofa number of white men who believed in 
national Republican doctrines, but who were 
ashamed to join the ranks of the carpet-bag 
Republicans. A central committee of one 


hundred was organized. The opposition then 
argued that the new party was not Republican, 
because it held aloof from the-colored voter, 
so an appeal had to be made to them. They 
were told that the new party did not care to re- 
gard them as political cattle, but wished to give 
them equal rights. 

A convention was called to elect delegates at 
large to the National Convention in Minneapolis. 
The gathering to-day was the first of the Reform 
Republicans, and both in number and character 
was a surprise, There were 77 whites present 
out of 152 delegates, a larger proportion than 
has ever attended a Republican convention in 
this State. The whites controlled the entire 
proceedings. R. W. Memminger, son of the Sac- 
retary of the Treasury of the Confederate Gov- 
ernment, was elected Chairman of the meeting. 
In the platform adopted the following planks 
are found: ; 

“We believe that a well-organized and honestly- 
managed Republican Party in the State will be con- 
ducive to better government and better times for the 
whole of our people. We believe thatcorruption and 
race antagonism in our politics are not only harmful 
to our well-being, but should be regarded as & high 
crime against our civilization. We believe that no 
man should be a Republican or a Democrat because 
of his color, and no pressure or improper influence 
should ever be employed to coerce any citizen to give 
his support to any party. 

“We believe in honest elections and declare in 
favor of the Australian system of ballot, because we 
believe that its adoption in this State would bea safe- 
guard against corruption or dishonesty in our elec- 
tions.” 

The Harrison Administration was indorsed. 
R. W. Memminger, (white,) W. P. Cain, (white,) 
the Rev. W. S&S. Chappel, (eolored,) and C, Con- 
ley (white) were elected delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention without instructions. Noth- 
ing is liable to result from the convention 
except a squabble among the Republicans as to 
the distribution of State offices. A second Re- 
publican delegation will be elected next Tues- 
day by the Stalwart Republicans.

THEY DETERMINE TO EXCLUDE THE 
NEGROES FROM THEIR COUNCILS. 


NEw-ORLEANS, April 12.—The Times-Dem- 
ocrat’s Dallas special says: ‘The first Re- 
publican Convention without a colored 
man in it that ever assembled in the South 
met in this city this afternoon. There were 
300 delegates. In calling the convention to or- 


der, Judge A. B. Morton particularly called them 
Jefferson Republicans, in favor of the freedom 
of all races, with the white man in the lead 
or on top. Col. Whitehead, a blue-stocking 
Demoocrat, on behalfofthe Mayor, welcomed the 
delegates to Dallas, intimating that, as they 
proposed to stop associating with Africans, 
they were entitled to the respect of white peo- 
ple. J. F. Newcomb reaponded, 

“A State League will be organized, and then 
the convention will resolve into a mass meeting 
—_ nominate a State ticket, and also 
send a contesting delegation to Minneapolis.” 

The white Republicans say that N. W. Cuney, 
President Harrison’s negro Collector of the 
Port of Galveston, has worn the bell long 
enough, and the white Republicans have de, 
termined that, if he leads any longer, it will 
be men only of his own color. 





NEW FRUIC STEAMERS FOR BOSTON. 
Boston, April 12.—Three twin-screw steamers 
of 1,500 tons each are being built on the Clyde 
for the British Honduras Fruit Company, com- 
posed of English and American capitalists. 
These steamers will be wholly employed in-the 
fruit trade, conveying the bananas, cocoanuts, 
ines, oranges, &o., which are now taken to 
‘ew-Orleans and New-York directly to Boston. 
The British Honduras Fruit Company has 
just completed the work of laying a railway 
from its extensive plantations to the seashore, 
so that now a ship’s cargo of bananas can be 
conveyed from the plantations to the coast in a 
few hours, whereas before, when the fruit was 
taken down the river in dories, it ocoupied from 
two to three days. 

The entire arrangemepts sre expected to be 
completed for the shipnfent of British Honduras 
fruit to this port in a wonth’s orsix weeks’ time, 
and the first steamer from Belize may be ex- 
pected here some time in July.

WANSER ELECTED MAYOR 


DEFEAT TO 
MEMORY, 


M’DERMOTT OWES 
CLEVELAND'S 


A HEAVY VOTE POLLED IN JERSEY’ 
CITY—SEVERAL SEEMING INSTANCES 
OF FRAUD—A CONSTABLE AS- 
SAULTED, 

The returns early this morning showed that 
Col. Wanser, Republican, has been elected May- 
or of Jersey City over Allan McDermott, Dem- 
ocrat, by about 3,149 majority. 

The poll was an unusually heavy one, over 
27,000 votes having been cast. With about 
6,000 votes to be counted at midnight, Wanser 
was ahead 1,800 votes. The precincts which 
were not included in the total were mostly 
Democratic precincts. It was thought they 
might reduce Col. Wanser’s present lead to 
1,500. 

When about 16,000 votes had been counted, 
Wanser led by 2,200 votes. This left about 
13,000 votes to come in, of which 
2,300 only were in the Second, or Horse- 
shoe, District, the banner Democratic district 
of the county. Succeeding returns continued to 


‘add to Wanser’s lead until he was 2,700 or more 


ahead of McDermott. At this point Chairman 
M. J. O’Donnell of the Democratic Ceunty Com- 
mittee acknowledged MeoDermott’s defeat. 

The Republicans have probably elected five of 
their six candidates for Aldermen. The Second 
District has re-elected Norton (Dem.) for Alder- 
man. 

The incoming Board of Aldermen wi!l consist 
of seven Democrats and six Republicans.

_ It is conceded on all sides now that the Davis 
ballot-box-stutting ring and the Cleveland cor- 
ruptionists slaughtered McDermott in the Dem- 
ooratic strongholds.

The Mayoralty, fora term of five years, was 
at stake yesterday, and this, under the present 
city charter, means absolute control for the 
party in power. Jersey City’s Mayor appoints 
every oity officer with the exception of the 
Board of Aldermen. This latter board has, how- 
ever, been shorn ot most of its functions, which 
have been vested in the appointed Board of 
Street and Water Commissioners. About all 
thatisleft to the Roard of Aldermen is the 
granting of liquor licenses and the naming of 
election officers. Six Democratic Aldermen, in- 
cluding President Charles W. Allen, who is 
elected at large, hold over, with one Republican 
Alderman. 

The registry for yesterday showed an increase 
of over 5,000 compared with that of the election 
in November, 1891. 

The election yesterday was attended by much 
excitement, especialiy in the First District, 
where several frauds were apparently attempt- 
ed. Constable Peter Graham challenged the 
vote of a white man on a registered name that 
the constable knew to be that of a colored man. 
After the man had sworn in his vote the con- 
stable arrested him. 

A crowd of heelers, the notorious ‘‘Mike’’ 
O’Mara among them, followed the constable up 
the strect and beat him mercilessly. Graham 
succeeded in getting his prisoner to the jail, 
however. He proved to be a man whom Com- 
missioner Feeney had arrested last Fall ona 
charge of having broken into a jeweler’s show- 
case. Nothing came of the arrest, and the man 
was left at large. 

After he had been beaten Graham was arrest- 
ed onacharge of, having assaulted one of the 
Democratic watchers. W. W. Farrier became 
his bail, and he was out on the streets again at 
about the same time his prisoner was released. 

All through the city the disorderly element 
that always congregates about the polls was in- 
clined to be quarrelsome, and collisions that 
narrowly escaped ending in riots were of fre- 
quent occurrence. Apprehensions of an out- 
break were felt all day, and the police were 
forced to be vigilant and active to preserve the 
peace. The demonstration against Graham waa 
largely due to his activity in the pursuit of the 
Guttenberg gamblers a few months ago. His 
brother, Capt.. John Graham, was active in 
working up the case against the ballot-box 
stuffers two years ago, and the rougher element 
in the town are “spoiling” for an opportunity 
to punish them. 

ELEOTIONS IN OTHER TOWNS. 

PAT£RSON, N. J., April 12.—The city election 
here to-day was chiefly interesting because of the 
new aystem of electing Chosen Freeholders by 
Assembly districts. 

The Republicans elected Aldermen in the 
First, Second, Third, and Fourth Wards. Dem- 


ocoratic Aldermen are elected in the Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh, and Eighth Wards. The Republicans 
elected three Chosen Freeholders in the First 
Assombly District, three in the Fourth District, 
and one (McMurray) in the Second District. 

Marley, independent Democrat, and Kennedys,* 
regular Democrat, were elected in the Second 
District. The new board will be more strongly 
Republican than last year. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 12.—The municipal 
election to-day was stubbornly cantested, buf 
the Democrats won the day by electing six 
Freeholders out of nine. This makes the Board 
of Freeholders stand twelve Democrats toseven 
Republicans. 

BAYONNE, N. J.. April 12. The Democrats 
elected four out of the six candidates for Alder- 
men at to-day’s election. The Republicans 
elected one and the Citizens one. 

SouTH ORANGE, N. J., April 12.—In the South 
Orange Township election the Democratic tick- 
et was successful. In the village election for 
Trustees the whole Citizens’ ticket was elected, 

ORANGE, N. J., April 12.-,Lawrence T. Fell, 
the Democratic candidate for Mayor, waa 
elected to-day over the Republican candidate, 
John O’Rourke, by a majority of 345. Up to 
12:45 o’clock to-night it was impossible to tell 
whether the amendment to the city charter pro- 
viding for an Alderman at Large had been car- 
ried, and consequently the result of the contest 
for that office could not be determined. Owing to 
the law a by the last Legislature, reducing 
the number of Aldermen from each ward from 
three to two, there was no election for Alder- 
men. The contest to-day was very bitter.

YVR. CHANDLERS OBJECTIONS TO 
THE PROPOSITION, 


A SPEECH WHICH LED TO REMINISCENCES 
AND SOME CONFESSIONS—THE NEW- 
HAMPSHIRB SENATOR’S ARGUMENT 
AGAINST THE AMENDMENT. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—For an hour or more 
to-day the session of the Senate took on the 
characteristics of an experience meeting, and 
the occupants of the galleries were treated to 
some interesting reminiscences and confessions, 
to say nothing of recriminations, which were by 
no means lacking. 

Senator Chandler (Rep.; N. H.,) was responsi- 
ble for this entertainment. He had taken the 
floor in opposition to the joint resolution offered 
by Senator Palmer (Dem., IL,) providing for 
the election of United States Senators by the 
people, and in the course of his speech he re- 
flected severely upon the political course of Mr. 
Palmer. This brought the old war horse to the 
fore with a history of his public career, and his 
remarks served in turn to draw from Senators 
Hoar and Dawes (Rep., Mass.,) questions which 
dragged in the names of Abraham Lincoln, 
Gens. Grant and Logan, and Horace Greeley into 
the debate. 

Mr. Chandler referred to 
Leman-Brand Illinois election case, for being 
concerned in which Mr. Joseph Chesterfield 
Mackin of Chicago was banished to Joliet Peni- 
tentiary for a period of years. By astrange 
coincidence Mr. Leman himself appeared in the 
gallery justas the New-Hampshire Senator re- 
ferred to the case, and he listened with interest 
to his presentment. Leman, it will be remem- 
bered, was a 
Nllinois, and was counted out. 

Mr. Chandler said that his first objection was 
that the change would be sure to result in the 


adoption of a Federal election law. That might 
not be so great an objection to himself as to 
Senators onthe other side of the chamber— 
those Senators who had hitherto opposed the 
adoption of a Federal election law. He qon- 
tinued in brief as follows: 


The proposed amendment of the Constitution 
would not stop with commiting to popular election 
the choise of United States Senators. Indeed, it 
was almost absolutely certain that if adopted it 
would be followed by provisions for the choice of 
President and Vice President by the people. When- 
ever the President and Vice President were chosen 
by the people it woul’ be entirely possible for one 
State (New-York, for instanceo,) to swell its vote 
enormously by fraudulent methods, or by other 
methods not absolutely fraudulent, 80 as to Overcome 
the votes of other States. 

The second objection to the proposed constitution. 
alamendment was thatit was the beginning of an 
innovation. It would be the first fundamental! change 
of the Federal Constitution concerning the national 
trame of Government. It might seem a little singular 
to hear that statement—thal this would be the first 
change in 100 years of the framework of the Federa! 
Government. Lord Macauley had said that.it was a 
characteristic of the Anglo-Saxon race never tore. 
move an anomaly merely because it is ab anomaly; 
never to insist on a change unless some grievance 
was alleged. There had been no grievance shown by 
the Senators who had addressed the Senate on the 
subject—Mesars.. Mitchell, (Rep., Oregon,) Turpio, 
(Dem., Ind.,) and Palmer, (Dem., Iil.) It had not 
been established that the country had suffered in the 
slightest degree by the method of choosing United 
States Senators by the Legislatures of the various 
States. Who could declare, looking at the distin- 

uished men who had eccupied seats in the Senate 
or the last hundred years, thatif Senators had been 
chosen by popular vote there would have been better 
men in the Senate, greater men, or nobler men! 

The only suggestion made in favor of the proposed 
change was that wealthy meu now got into the Sen- 
ate. ut had there been, he asked, no millionaires 
elected as Governors of States! He had a marked 
case in his mind.. There was a member of the Sen- 
ate, not now present, (alluding to Mr. Stanford,) who 
was one of the wealthiest citizens of the United 
States. Uis fortune was probably one of the very 
largest, and he would stand with halt a dozen richest 
millionaires of the country. The Senator had been 
elected, Mr. Chandler believed, by the free choice of 
the people of his State. He had previously 
been Governor of his State, chosen by the 
people. Was there any reason to suppose 
that he would’ not have been elected to the 
Senate by a majority of the people of his State? That 
Senator was strong with his own people, because of 
the noble uses which he had made and was propos- 
ing to make of his wealth. Jt was no wonder, after 
making the most munificent endowment ever made 
to a seat of learning, reaching up to $3,000,000, that 
he should be chosen to any oliice within the gift of 
the people that he signified his willingness to accept. 
It was not necessary, therefore, to assume that that 
Senator, or any other man of wealth, had come to the 
Senate by the undue use of money. 

The proposed constitutional amendment was a 
cowardly way of dealing with millionaires. It was a 
narrow and a partial and a mistaken remedy. He 
believed that if the conntry was threatened by its 
willionaires the way to deal with them was to deal 
with them directly and not proclaim a fear lest they 
should buy their way into the United States Senate 
by purchasing Legislatures. Rather than take any 
such silly ground as that he was willing to take steps 
to limit the wealth of American millionaires. He 
had prepared a constitutional amendment which he 
would introduce and was willing to support. He 
sent it to the Clerk’s desk and had it read, as follows: 

“ An excessive accumulation of wealth by individ. 
uals or corporations shall not be allowed. Congress 
shall enforce this article by appropriate legislation. 
It shall prohibit the issue by Gorporations of stock 
certificates, bonds, or other evidence of indebted- 
ness, except the sums expressed therein have been 
paid into the treasuries of the corporations, and shall 
prohibit the payment of excessive dividends.”’ 

“Now,” Mr. Chandler added, “there is an amend- 
ment that is an amendment.” 

Mr. Teller (Rep., Col,)—I do not think so. 
not reach the point of distribution. 

Mr, Chandjer—if Congress will provide by law to 
prevent the accumulation of wealia it can provide 
that when an individual becomes too rich, and we 
are afrajd that he may break into the Senate, his 
wealth shal! be taken away from him. There would 
be no objection under that law to dividing fortunes 
among poor individuals like the Senator from Col- 
orado, * * * The amendment has this merit, that 
it strikes at the root of these great fortunes by con- 
trolling the corporations throuch which alone these 
fortunes have been accumulated. You cannot point 
to any of these vast fortunes except one that has not 
been secured by the aid of corporations and corporate 
powers, and I believe you cannot point to one of 
‘them except one that has not resulted from watered 
stocks of corporations. 

In the further course of his remarks, Mr. 
Chandler remarked thatif it wasthe desire of 
some Senators to stand strong with the Farm- 
ers’ Alliantes, they had better go the whole 
figure, grapple directly with these rich men, 
take their excessive wealth from them, and not 
deal with themin the cowardly manner pro- 
posed in the constitutional amendment. He 
further said: 

What was supposed to be a knock-down argument 
in favor of the amendment was thatit was necessary 
to show that the Senate did not distrast the people. 
He did not, however, think that it indicated any 
mistrust of the people to stand on the Constitution 
of the fathers. tad they, he asked, distrusted the 
people at the close of the Revolutionary War! He 
Rad drawn up another constitutional amendment 
for the election by the peuple of President, Vice 
Prosident, heads of departments, Senators, Judges 
Postmasters, and Collectors every two years, and 
would introduce it if the rinciple of popular gov- 
ernment were to beo@stablished. 

Mr. Chandler went on to speak of the evil of 
caucus government and of caucus nominations, 
and to argue that the po» system of electing 
Senators was much less liable to fraud and 
abuse. He then turned his attention to Mr. 
Palmer and his political record, finding special 
fault with an allusion in Mr. Palmer’s speech 
some time ago to the last election of Gen. Logan 
to the Senate by a trick. 

Mr. Palmer disclaimed any idea of reflecting 
on Gen. Logan in that matter, and gave a short 
history of the way in which Gen. Logan had 
been elected on that occasion, 

Mr. Chandler resumed his speech: 

Another objection which he urged against the 
amendment was the present condition of sulfrage in 
the United States. Hespoke of the suppression of 

pular suffrage in the three States of South Caro- 
ina, Miosiosipel, and Lauisions, ond of the degraded 
condition of the voters in all the great cities of the 
Union. The vote in New-York City was cast by the 
ignorant, the degraded, the criminal classes of that 
city. And there was coming into the country an 
enormous influx of foreigners, unable to read and 
write, degraded in every way, incapable of casting 
an inteiligent ballot, and who, as soon as they 
reached the country, were made voters, with- 
out reference to the provisions of the 
naturalization laws, whenever a great political party 
determined to bring them tothe polls. This was the 

. shocking avd horrible condition of the suffrage in 

America, and instead of undertaking to restore the 
suffrage to purity and integrity the Senators, who 
had made such long speeches in support of the oon- 
atitutional amendment, were auevely proposing to 
enlarge the sphere of popylar elections and to make 
the iirat important amendment of the Constitution 
in 100 years. There was no popular demand for 
such a Change and absolutely no grievance to be 
remedied. 

Mr. Palmer replied to the remarks which Mr. 
Chandler haé made, personal to himself, relat- 
ing to his political history. He briefly related 
that history, and said that he had left the Re- 
publican Party when that poste left its own 

rinciples and became a tariff and proteoction- 
st party. Most of the evils that could be 
traced to popular influences were nothing as 
compared with the evils that could be found 
where the popular will and the popular interest 
were disregarded. While the Republican Party 
was being devoted to the uses for which it was 
made, no grander or uobler party had existed. 
It was only after it fell into the hands of men 
who controlled it for the advancement of their 
own private interests that it had become the 
foe to the country which it now was. 

Mr. Cullom had also something to say about 
the political incident which resulted in Gen. 
Logan’s last election to the Senate. He as- 
gerted that there was no fraudinit. He did 
not know whether Gen. Logan knew anything 
about it or not, but he knew that in all 
that long controversy—from- the middle of 
January to the 19th of May—it had never 
been insinuated that there had been corrup- 
tion or fraud on the part of anybody, In con- 
clusion, he said he was not afraid of submitting 
any question to the people, whether it was the 
a.

NATHAN FORCED INTO LINE.

KINGS COUNTY REPUBLICANS INDORSE 
HARRISON. 


Internal Revenue Collector Ernst Nathan 
showed at last night’s meeting of the Kings 
County Republican General Committee in the 
Criterion Theatre that he could give his oppo- 
nents odds and still win easily. In the present 
faction fight in which he and Naval Officer 
Willis are engaged he has had to combat the 


general belief that he stood ready to desert 
President Harrison in the nqminating conven- 
tion next June. 

Tne Willis people have spread this belief and 
have posed as the true Harrison representatives. 
The fact that they are backed by Secretary of 
the Navy Tracy has helped them in this respect, 
until finally Nathan found that he had to pledge 
himself for Harrison or be beaten in the ap- 
proaching primaries. He quietly determined to 
do it in such @ way as to force his opponents to 
fall into line behind him. So his lieutenant 
David A. Raldwin, got possession of the floor at 
last evening's meeting, even before the business 
of the night had fairly begun, and offered reso- 
lutions indorsing Harrison's Administration 
and recommending that *‘the delegates to the 
National Convention use their best efforts to 
seoure his renomination.” 

Mr. Baldwin followed this up by explaining 
that he had beenin favor of Blaine, but was 
now for Harrison. 

The Willis people were dumb for afew min- 
utes, but finally John F. Henry seconded the 
resolutions. William Buttling, who is always 
howling for patronage and has frequently at- 
tacked Gen. Tracy for introducing the civil 
service rules into the navy yard, said that he 
favored the resolutions, but added: “ I cannot 
help denouncing the action of one of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet officers, who meddles in local 
affairs. Harrison would be much stronger if his 
subordinates kept their hands off local matters.” 

United States District Attorney Jesse John- 
son seconded the resolutions and every one 
laughed, while one man cried out: “Of course 
you do; you can’t help yourself.” The resolu- 
tions were finally adopted by a unanimous vote, 
and Kings County stands pledged to Harrison. 

The committee then decided the contest in the 
Fourth Ward in favor of ex-Sepator Birkett’s 
delegation, and agreed to hold the primaries on 
Apr 21, the Assembly Conventions on April 
22, and the Congressional Conventions on April 
23. These are to send delegates to the National 
Convention. 

Then the question as to who should have 
charge of the roll books of the Twenty-seventh 
Ward Association came up. At the recent pri- 
mary po Secretary was elected, the vote result- 
ing ina tie between the two candidates.

TRYING TO CHEAT THE GALLOWS, 


EFFORTS WHICH TWO MURDERERS ARE 
MAKING TO SAVE THEIR NECKS, 

NeEwW-ORLEANS, La., April 12.—Two New-Or- 
leans condemned murderers are trying novel 
schemes to save their necks. Philip Baker and 
Ettienne Deschamps have both been sentenced 
to be hanged on the 22d inst. Baker murdered 
Mrs. Nelson, the wife of his employer, after at- 
tempting to rob Nelson. He ran away, but 
was captured at a railroad station. After ex- 
hausting the aid of lawyers and private de- 
tectivés, Joseph Mailie, another lawyer, has 
been employed, and he, with Baker’s brother, 
has planned a bold stroke, which will hardly 
prove effective, in view of Gov. Nicholle’s con- 
stant efforts to have oases tinally settled before 
his term of office expires. 

Baker and Maille to-day made an affidavit 
against Neill Nelson for the murder of his wife; 
claiming to have positive proof. If they can 
succeed in getting a court seriously to enter- 
tain the affidavit, ef intend to apply to the 
Governor forastay of proceedings, ith the 
case once reopened, they expect to have an ex- 
cellent chance of saving Baker’s life by creating 
doubt in the minds of the next Board of Par- 
dons, even if Nelsonis not convicted. 

In the Deschamps case, the magnetic doctor 
who assaulted and chloroformed a thirteen-year- 
old subject, the oJd Frenchman is evidently 
very little concerned about his fate. The only 
doubt in his favor was as to sanity, and Coroner 
Lemonnier unhesitatingly deolared against the 
insanity supposition. The courts and Board of 
Pardons also scouted the insanity idea, although 
a General Rogers differed ‘with the 

oard. 

After the whole question had heen settled and 
the date of the hanging fixed, Dr. K, G. Hava, 
& prominent Spanish scientist, who wrote a 
pamphlet opposing Coroner Lemounnier’s views, 
obtained permission for himself and some med- 
ioal friends to act asa volunteer commission 
and examine Deschamps. Their reportis now 
forthcoming, and they declare Deschamps in- 
sane. 





LABOR MEN NOT SATISFIED. 


THE NEW-JERSEY BOARD OF ARBITRA- 
TION LACKS POWER. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 12.—The new law oreat- 
ing a State Board of Arbitration is being criti- 
cised by the labor men in the State. Thelaw 
was the outcome of Senator Cornish’s agitation 
over the Oxford Furnace labor troubles, and to 
satisfy the labor men of that section a law was 
passed, copied from the one now used in Magsa- 
chusetts, without sufficient inquiry as to the 
latter’s merits, 

Samuel Mellor, President of the New-Jersey 
Confederation and Trades Union, in an inter- 
view, said that the law was a mild one and did 
not in any way meet the requirements of the 
case. It cannot be enforced because it has no 
compulsory provisions. He, however, is glad 
to see the law on the statute books, because it 
is very hard to get labor laws passed. They are 
always weak, he says, at first, and have to be 
strengthened by amendments from time to 
time. He could not say who would compose 
the new board. It is quite probable that J. P, 
McDonald of the Labor Standard will be one of 
the labor members. 

James. Bishop, Chief of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, does not think so well df the law. He 
says that the my ey ey in Massachusetts and 
New-York have been far from satisfactory. The 
law cannot be enforced, and it is impossible that 
all parties should abide by ita decisions. The 
adjudications of labor differences is principally 
& matter of education.

PLEDGED TO KEEP FAITH 


THE TRUNK LINE MEN RENEW 
THEIR USUAL PROMISES. 


RATE CUTTING IN FREIGHT AND TRICK- 
ERY IN PASSENGER BUSINESS COM- 
PLAINED OF AND ALL OF ROADS ARE 
PLEDGED TO GOOD FAITH. 


The trunk line Presidents met yesterday and after 
discussing for some time the deplorable condition of 
affairs relative to east and west bound freight rates 
—especially grain rates—between here and Chicago, 
made their usual mutual pledge to be honest and 
stand by the schedule hereafter. There were pres- 
ent Chauncey M, Depew of the New-York Central, 
George B. Roberts of the Pennsylvania, A. A. Mc- 
Leod of the Reading, OC. F. Mayer of tho Baltimore 
and Ohio, George H. Vaillant of the Erie, Thomas P. 
Fowler of the Ontario and Western, J. D. Layng of 
the West Shore, W. 8S. Sloan of the Lackawanna, and 
L. J. Seargeant of the Grand Trunk. 

The meeting had under consideration a variety of 
troubles that have arisen because of an inclination 
on the partof most of the roads concerned to cut 
rates. The tariff which was agreed upun some time 
ago was based on 75 cents per hundred pounds first 
class between this point and Chicago, all rail, and 64 
cents first class, lake and rail. There has been much 


complaint about the cutting of the rate on grain, 
which appears on the schedule at 20 cents, grain be- 
ing sixth-class treight. This grain rate has been cut 
to a point of demoralization. The Presidents frankly 
admitted to one another that something was wrong, 
and solemnly pledged themselves to stand by the 
achedule all Summer. It went into effect with the 
opening of navigation on the lst of this month. 

The General Passenger Agents also met yesterday 
and again endeavored to straighten out the vexa- 
tious immigrant question. Some time ago it became 
apparent that, in spite of the agreement entered into 
by all the roads to let the Trunk Line Commission 
route all of the immigrant passenger business on the 
pecean 6 allotment pa. nearly arene road except 

ne New-York Central was reaching out to get what 
immigrant traffic it could independent of the Trunk 
Line Commissioners. The business became simply 
a scramble between certain railroad companies. Of 
course, hot one of the General Passenger Agents 
present at yesterday’s meeting would admit that his 
road had violated the agreement, but they unani- 
monusly pledged themselves to stand by the old agree- 
ment faithiully in the future,

COURT OF APPEALS: DECISIONS. 

ALBANY, N. ¥., April 12.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day aifirmed judgment in the case of Ida G. Rich- 
ardson, by Mary E. Richardson, her guardian, reé- 
spondent, vs. the New-York Central Railroad 
Company, appellant. This was an appeal from the 
jadgment of the lower court for $5,000 in favor of 
the plaintif’ The action was brought to recover 
damages for personal injuries sustained by the 
plaintiffin October, 1889, while driving across the 
defendant's tracks at the Exchange Street crossing 
in Geneva. 

In the Court of Appeals to-day, judgment was re- 
versed and new trial granted in the case of Harriet 


Rumsey and others, respondents, vs. the New-York 
and New-England Railroad Company, appellant. 
This was ap appeal from a judgment of the General 
‘Term, Second Department, atiirming judgment in 
iavor of the plaintiffs, The action was brought to 
recover damages claimed to have been occasioned by 
the obstruction of an alleged right of way between 
the plaintiffs’ dock and brickyard property and the 
channel of the Hudson River, and to compel the re- 
movalofthe defendant's railway at the point in 
question. 

Judgment was also reversed and a new trial granted 
in two cases in which the New-York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company was the appellant. 
One was the case of Peter Shields as executor of 
James Murphy. Theaction was brought to recover 
damages sustained by reason of the death of the 
plaintiff's testator, a switchman employed in the 
Poughkeepsie station yard. ' 

The other case is that of Philip Goldberg, who 
secured a judgment of $1,000 in the lower court for 
personal injuries alleged to have been received while 
crossing the defendant’s railroad track west of the 
Hastings Village station. 

Judgment was aftirmed by the Courtof Appeals to- 
day in the case of Mary Heath, respondent, vs. The 
Broadway and Seventh Avenue Railroad Company, 
appellant. This was an appeal froma judgment of 
the General Term, First > ghee affirming judg- 
ment in favor of the plaintiff. The plaintiff sued to 
recover damages for personal injuries received 
through the defendant’s negligence while a pasgen- 
geron the defendant’s train on Nov. 10, 1886, at 
YForty-sixth Street and Broadway. 

Judgment was also affirmed in the case of Mary J. 
Rosevelt, respondent, vs. ‘he Manhattan Kailway 
Company, appellant. This was an appeal from a 
judgment of the General Term of the Superior Court 
of New-York, affirming judgment in favor of the 
plaintiff. This action was brought to recover dam- 
ages for personal injuries sustained by the plaintitf 
In consequence of a collision on the defendant's ele- 
vated road at the corner of East Thirty-fourth Street 
and Third Avenue, in New-York, on Deo. 31, 1887.

THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE ACT. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Three propositions to 
amend the Inter-State Commerce act were contained 
in as many Dills on that subject introduced in the 
House to-day. Oneof these bills was introduced by 
Representative O'Neill of Missouri, and provides 
that nothing in the Inter-State Commerce act is to 
prevent the issuance of joint interchangeable 5,000 
mileage tickets, with special privileges as to the 
amount of free baggage that may be carried under 
such tickets not to exceed 250 pounds. 

Another bill, introduced by Mr. Johnson of Ohio, 
makes it unlawful for railroad companies operating 
a railroad in an adjacent foreign country to engagé 
in traffic between that country and the United States 
unless they obtain a licemse or permit todo so from 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 

A third bill, introduced (by request) by Mr. Bing- 
bam of Pennsylvania, provides among other things 
that it shall be unlawful for common carriers, their 
otticers or agents, to pay or allow, directly or in- 
directly, to any common carrier, any commission or 
thing of value in the nature of compensation upon 
the sale of passenger tickets or for proouring or in- 
finencing passenger transportation. It is made un- 
lawful for common carriers to pay or allow any com- 
mission, bonus, salary, or valuable consideration 
whatsoever to secure the forwarding of immigrants 
by any particular route, or to procure the shipment 
of immigrants from foreign countries,

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THE CONGRESSMAN’S ATTACK ON 
PENSION OFFICE WAYS. 





HE SAYS THE SYSTEM WAS WORKED 
FOR THE BENEFIT OF WASHINGTON 
ATTORNEYS—HE ACCUSES RAUM OF 
AN UNDERHANDED WARFARE. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—Representative Coop- 
er (Dem., Ind.,) to-day made a statement before 
the House Pension Office Investigating Com- 
mittee in denial and in explanation of the 
charges made against him by Commissioner 
Raum. ‘ 

Mr. Cooper said he would neither excuse nor 
justify Hersey’s conduct, but he (Cooper) had 
infinitely more cause to complain than any one 
else. He employed Hersey at $20 per month, 
and gave him the necessary authority to use his 
name on Congressional call slips. ; During most 
of the time Hersey worked for him attorneys 
could examine theircases. Out-of-town attor- 
neys, however, had no method of learning the 
status of their cases except by calling to their 
aid a member of Congress or corresponding 
withthe bureau. Thousands of complaints had 
been received that the letters of claimants and 
attorneys were wholly ignored by the Pension 
Office, and he submitted letters complaining 
that the whole system was being worked for 
the benefit of Washington attorneys. Recently 
he understood the order had been modified so as 
to prevent attorneys and claimants from look- 
ing at their cases. 

He had no excuse to make for any one who 
abused the confidence of a Congressman to 
supply for pay the demand for information 
about cares, but the policy pursued by Commis- 
sioner Raum to bank up all this business in the 
hands of Washington attorneys, smong whom 
were his son and the indorsers of his notes, he 
submitted, was much more of a crime and a 
more harmful debauchery of the public service. 
Whatever Mr. Hersey had done in the way of 
selling pension information had been done with- 
out his (Mr. Cooper’s) knowledge or consent. 
The Commissioner knew as early as September 
last that Hersey was abusing witness’s confi- 
dence, and in January the Commissioner had 
asked witness if Hersey was suthorized to sign 
witness's name, a thing he already knew; and 
yet, instead of telling witness of his suspicion, 
he had done temp: in his power to have 
Hersey bribed, and, in the hope that he might 
entrap witness, had spread a net over two or 
three States and cailed hia spies and informerg 
into requisition. 

Mr. Raum had introduced a great deal of 
correspondence between Hersey and Mr. Peet, 
and charged that Peet was reiated to witness. 
Mr. Cooper said Peet was a brother-in-law of 
his brother, and an employe of Maring & 
Slusher, pension attorneys. Mr. Peet bad told 
him that he intended to go into business in 
Kansas and wanted a partner. At Peet’s re- 

uest, witness recommended Peet to Hersey. 

e believed an honorable pdrtnersbip was con- 
templated, and never aiterward thought or 
heard of the matter. 

Mr. Cooper then referred to the charge that he 
had authorized Maring & Slusber to print his 
signature on thousands of imitation Congres- 
sional call slips, which had been thrown in the 
waste basket by Commissioners Black and Tan- 
ner. 

Mr. Cooper said Maring had been mentioned 
for the Republican nomination in his (Cooper's) 
district, and when witness became a member of 
Congress, in 1889, Mr. Maring, who had an ex- 
tensive pension business, came to him’and said 
he desired to use witness’s name in calling up 
cases of “the boys.” Witness knew nothing 
of pension laws at the time, and on Mr. Mar- 
ing’s representation that it was the usual thing, 
and the exhibition of a call signed A Senator 
Turpie, gave Maring consent, but with the un- 
derstanding that the privilege was to be used 
only for soldiers in witness’s district. 

Witness afterward learned that Maring was 
calling up claims all over the country, and then 
wrote to Commissioner Tanner and told him 
that, while he had authorized the use of bis 
name, he had expressly limited that privilege 
to soldiers of his district. Commissioner Raum, 
for purposes which would be perfectly plain, 
had either destroyed or in some mauner sup- 
pressed the whole of this correspondence. If 
that letter and witness’s other correspondence 
‘with Commissioner Tanner were produced, 
Raum’s criticism would be answered in advance. 
Under this administration of that bureau a 
practice of abstracting documents from the 
files had become so common that it had ac- 
quired a name, and was called “skinning the 
tiles.” The practice was to go through the 
papers and take out anything that might reflect 
upon the Commissioner or benefit any one who 
opposed him. 

he recklessness of Gen. Raum, Mr. Cooper 
said, was shown in his submitting of an attida- 
vitof David L. Gitt that Commissioner Biack 
had thrown 5,000 of witness’s Congressional 
call slips in the waste basket. when the record 
showed witness did not become a Congressman 
until Gen. Black went out. In his desire to in- 
jure witness, Commissioner Raum had been 
guilty of a deliberate faisehood, for he had 
called attention to Hersey’s having used wit- 
ness’s Dame on call slips and said he had made no 
discovery that Hersey had used any other mem- 
ber’s name than that of witness, when the very 
papera he filed as exhibits showed five cases in 
which other members’ names were used. 

Mr. Cooper called attention to another case in 
the last investigation in which he alleged that 
Raum had “skinned the files ” in ordertosmirch 
witness by connecting his name with Maring’s. 
He said that Raum had urged Maring’s dis!ar- 
ment, and, with this threat hanging over Mar- 
ing, bad gone into witness's district, established 
arelationship with Maring, whom he (Raum) 
had formerly denounced, and the two had op- 
erated to bring about witness’s defeat. Under 
the stimulating influence of this suspended dis- 
barment, Maring had sworn that the number of 
imitation Congressional call slips printed was 
40,000, whereas the printer testified that only 
5,000 had been printed. 
+» Mr. Cooper, in the House to-day, in giving a 
personal explanation of the matter, proceeded 
to criticise the methods of the Pension Office. 
He was continually interrupted by being called 
to order by various members of the House, 
the final shot coming from the Speaker himself, 
who, after remarking that Mr. Cooper was de- 
voting more time to assailing Commissioner 
Raum than to answering any charge against 
himself, allowed the gentleman from Indiana to 
conclude his remarks without further interrup- 
tion. 
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MONOPOLY METHODS.

THE SUGAR TRUST WILL GIVE WHOLE- 
8. .ERS REBATES TO KEEP UP PRICES. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 12.—Several agents of 
the Sugar Trust were in this city to-day, and it 
was reported that the object of their visit was 
to confer with the wholesale grocers relative 


to making an arrangement by which the trust 
will allow a rebate of about 40 cents a barrel to 
the grocers who maintain the retail prices. 

This plan bas already been adopted by sey- 
eral other corporations controlling products 
manufactured in this country, and it is said 
that it has worked very successfully. The agents 
of the trust interviewed a number of grocers 
to-day, although the latter declined to reveal 
the purport of the interviews and said that the 
agents of the trust simply discussed the condi- 
tion of the trade. 

The trust is closely watching the movements 
of the W. J. McCahan Company, who intend to 
erect & large sugar refinery in thie city. Noth- 
ing has been heard from the firm recently, but 
it is understood that its representatives are 
quietly at work and that the influence of sev- 
eral large capitalists has been enlisted. Itis 
believed that all the money needed to build a 
refinery will be subscribed within a short time 
and that operations will begin before the close 
of the Summer months. The members of the 
firm decline to talk about the matter at present. 


A CRIMINAL BY INSTINCT. 








CONCLUSIONS OF A DOCTOR WHO HAS 
EXAMINED DEEMING. 


MELBOURNE, April 12.—Mr. M. Marshall Lyle, 
solicitor for Frederick Bailey Deeming, the no- 
torious criminal now under arrest here, em- 
ployed a doctor to make an examination of the 
prisoner. The doctor says that Deeming is an 
instinctive criminal. His head measures only 
61g inches in diameter, which is exceedingly 
small compared with his height. 

The doctor describes his whole character as 
one of extreme stupidity and the coarsest ani- 
mality. His escape from arrest hitherto, the 
doctor says, must have been due more to acci- 
dent than to any cunning he was capable of. 

The doctor declines to give expert testimony 
atthe trial onthe ground that scientific evi- 
dence does not obtain a right hearing in the 
courts. 


NO LICENSE FOR HOTEL KAATERSKILL. 
CATSKILL, N. Y., April 12.—At the recent 
town meeting in Hunter, Greene County, two 
Prohibition Excise Commissioners were elected, 
which makes the board solid against granting 
loenses in the town, even to the hotels. Much 
ure has been brought to bear upon the 
mmissioners to induce them to change their 
ideas to the extent of licensing the reguiar 
hotels, but they are persistent in their refusal 
to comply with this reasonable request. As & 
consequence, George Harding has applied to 
the Legislature to have the Hotel Kaaterskill 
set off from the town of Hunter and added to 
the town of Catskill Mr. Harding pays ahout 
$.808 tax yearly in the Town of Hunter. If Mr. 
arding succeeds, an effert will be made to 
have the Laurel House property aiso trans- 
ferred to Catskill.

CRESPO PREPARING TO FIGHT. 





THE OUTLOOK FOR PRESIDENT PALACIO 
THOUGHT TO BE DARK. 


PANAMA, April 12, via Galveston.—Gen. Cres- 
po, the leader of the Venezuelan rebels, who, 
according to the last advices received here, was 
at Valencia with 1,500 men, was engaged in 
gathering recruits and preparing to give decis- 
ive battle to the forces of President Palacio. 
The Government troops are said to be dissatis- 
fied and not to be relied upon, and on this ac- 
coant the General:in command displays hesi- 
tancy in giving the rebels battle. 

Gen. Crespo intends, if he is successful in de- 
feating President Palacio’s forces in the impend- 


ing battle, to march at once on Caracas and en- 
deavor to strike the coup de grace before the 
President can reorganize his army. 

{tis said that President Palacio is prepared 
for this movement on the partof the rebels, and 
has taken precautions to cover his retreat from 
the country. It is rumored that if President 
Palacio is captured he will probably be shot for 
treason to the State and the Constitution. Pres- 
ident Palacio has a personal fortune amounting 
to about $10,000,000, supposed to be invested 
for the greater part in European securities. 
Should the rebels move on Caracas, and compel 
the President to flee the country, it is more than 
likely that be will take up his residence in Paris. 

Nearly all the available fighting force is now 
in the field, andif this army is defeated there 
would be slight chances of Caracas escaping 
from falling into Gen. Crespo’s hands. The gar- 
rison at the capital could not make an effective 
defense against a victorious army, and it is be- 
lieved would surrender without firing a gun. 

Valencia, the town at which the rebels 
are now, is only eighty-five miles south- 
west of Caracas. The capital is connected with 
La Guayra, its port, by rail, and the President 
would thus be enabled to reach the coast and 
leave the country on the first intimation of the 
approach of the hostile army. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—Sefior Bolet-Peraza, 
the Venezuelan Minister at Washington, has re- 
ceived the following cable message from the 


Venezuelan Minister of Foreign Affairs, dated 
Caracas, April 12: *Peaceis assured. General 
tranquillity prevails throughout the country.” 





HUNTINGTON TOOK MORPHINE. 





HIS DOCTOR PAID A LARGE SUM TO 
RETURN TO AMERICA. 


DRESDEN, April 12.—Col. David R. Paige of 
Paige, Carey & Co. of New-York, who, it has 
been charged, has a guilty knowledge of the 
forged indorsements of John Huntington on 
certain notes said to be held by certain banks 
in Cleveland and elsewhere, is supposed to be 
in hiding in this city, waiting for a chance to 
appeal to Mrs. Huntington for mercy. 

Vague stories are afloat concerning Mr. Hunt- 
ington and his medical attendant, Dr. Abnett, 
an American, who has been to his patient half 
nuree and half doctor. 

Mr. Huntington arrived here a’ month ago 
with his wife,a friend, and Dr. Abnett, Mr. 
Huntington soon became critically il. Emi- 
nent physicians who were called in said that, 
besides other disorders, he was suffering from 
habitual doses of morphine. It was decided to 
send him to a private hospital, but to this Dr. 
Abnett strenuously objected. 

He seemed to have strong influence over Mr. 
Huntington. Many exciting scenes are said to 
have occurred before he was finally taken to 
the hospital and placed under the cgre of Dr. 
Hoeltze. In fact, it was found necessary to call 
upon a prominent American to interfere on be- 
half of Mrs. Huntington before Mr. Hunting- 
ton could be removed. Finally Mrs. Hunting- 
ton paid Dr. Abnett $3,000 to leave her hus- 
band. 

Mr. Huntington is now said to have recovered 
from the effects of the morphine. His general 
health is slowly improving. He is suffering 
from abscesses on the hips, aud has been re- 
duced to a skeleton. 

Mr. Hord, his son-in-law, practically admits 
the truth of the morphine story, but says that 
the drug was ordered by Mr. Huntington’s 
physician, and that Mrs. Huntington voluntarily 
paid Dr. Abnett to return to America.

At Berlin to-day the 
market opened weak, in sympathy with Amer- 
ica, but closed firm, owing to bad weather.

SINKING DEEPER INTO THE SAND OF 
FAYAL DAILY. 


Loxpon, April 12.—Advices from Fayal say 
that the British steamer Main, Capt. Brown, 
from New-Orleans March 1 for Liverpool, which 
caught fire at sea and ran for Fayal, at which 
place she arrived March 25, was burning from 
stem to stern, and a number of cannon balls 
were fired into her to sink her. She went to the 
bottom and the fire was extinguished. 

The holes were subsequently plugged, and ar- 
rangement had been made to salve the remain- 
ing cargo, when the steamer suddenly parted 
forward and aft of the engine room. The three 
parts of the vessel are sinking deeper into the 
sand daily. 

The cattle saved from her have been sold for 
£1,281. The wreck was sold for £114 and the 
cargo for 2311.

PASSED BY THE SENATE AFTEE 
A LONG DEBATE; 


ASSEMBLY AMENDMENTS DISAGREED TO 
BY THE UPPER HOUSE—BOLDNESS 
OF THE LOBBY, PROVOKES A RE- 
BUKE FROM LIEUT. GOV. SHEEHAN. 


ALBANY, April 12.—The Insurance Code has 
passed the Senate in much the same shape as it 
Was reported from the Commission of Statu- 
tory Revision. The amendments which the 
Assembly engrafted have either been extir- 
pated or strengthened to a degree. 

The bill, however, is far from perfect. The 


endowment orders have been admitted to an, 


equality with the fraternal and placed under 
the jurisdiction of the Insurance Department, 
with a penalty section for violating the pro- 
visions of the act. On the same basis the Sen- 
ate restored the amendments recommended by 
the Statutory Revision Commission permitting 
the casualty companies to do business on a 
capital of $100,000, with $50,900 for each 
additional line of insurance. 

Such a heavy and defiant lobby has not been 
on the floorof the Senate since the aqueduct 
job of 1886 passed. The indignation of even so 
lenient a presidipg officer as Lieut. Gov. Shee- 
han was aroused at the outset, and he gave 
notice that the Sergeant at Arms would remove 
all who abused the privileges of the floor. Not 
at all abashed, the lobby held its ground, button- 
holed Senators in their seats, and became s0 
thoroughly obnoxious that two Senators, 
O’Connor (Rep., Broome,) and Aspinall (Rep., 
Kings,) called attention to the outrageous in- 
fractions of the rules. 

When the bill was taken up as a special order, 
Senator Saxton (Rep., Wayne,) moved to amend 
Section 12 so thatit would read: ‘*No domestic 
fire, marine, life, health, or casualty stock cor- 
poration shall be hereafter organized witha 
smaller capital than $100,000, wholly paid, 
with an additional capital of $50,000, wholly 
paid in in cash, for every kind of insurance more 
than one which it is authorized to do.” This is 
known as the Fidelity and Casualty Company 
amendment. It superseded the amendment in- 


troduced by the Assembly placing the capital 
=  whettex and for the additional lines at $100,- 

00. 

The Saxton amendment was supported by 
Senators O’Connor and Aspipall, The former, 
in attacking the Assembly amendment, wanted 
some one to explain—which no one tried to do— 
why the Legislature should recall rights which 
it had granted a corporation. 

In anewer toa question from Senator Irwin, 
(Rep., 8t. Lawrence,) who asked in what shape 
the Revision Commission had reported the bill, 
Senator Saxton said that at the last hearing be- 
fore the Insurance Committee the three Statu- 
tory Revision Commissioners—Messrs. Linson, 
Mazone, and Collin—appeared and recommend- 
ed the amendment which he proposed. The 
Saxton amendment was adopted—18 to8. An- 
other amendment to permit the Fidelity and 
Casualty Company to continue in the plate- 
glass insurance was also adopted. 

The tussie between the fraternal and endow- 
ment orders followed, and the lobby became 
active and anxious. Senator Cantor (Dem., 
New-York,) offered the amendment on the part 
ofthe fraternal companies to Section 7 of the 
code, eliminating the provisions inserted in the 
Assembly for the benefit of the endowment 
companies. With the amendment he sent to the 
desk a batch of petitions. 

“Does not this amendment prohibit the en- 
dowment companies from doing business in this 
State?” asked Senator Saxton. 

“I don’t think so,” replied Cantor. 

“The endowment associations ought to be 
protected,” said Senator Saxton. “They are 
established and are doing business, and I don’t 
believe the State has the power to deprive 
70,000 persons of the rights and privileges they 
already enjoy.” 

“I hope,” said Senator O’Connor, “the 
amendment will not pass. I, too, have received 
a batchof these petitions, but I take no stock 
inthem. The Iron Hall, an endowment associ- 
ation, 1s composed of anumberof good and in- 
telligent men, and I don’t believe this Legisla- 
ture ia doing the right thing to say to them you 
must stop business. This amendment, if it 
passes, will wipe out the Iron Halli and a num- 
ber of other associations.” 

Senator Mullin (Rep., Jefferson,) asked: “‘ Do 
you think a company like the [ron Hall can 
continue long without disaster? Don’t you 
think its policy is entirely wrong ?”’ 

“Tdon’t believe auything of the kind,” said 
O’Connor. “ If the association was called upon 
to liquidate now it might not realize on all its 
effects, any more than some of the old-line 
organizations.” 

enator McClelland (Dam., Westchester,) de- 
clared that the Insurance Department held that 
endowment insurance was not legitimate. The 
department was opposed to endowment associa- 
tions. The Statutory Kevision Commission left 
the old lawin good shape. The Assembly had 
changed the law. The Superintendent of In- 
surance himself had come before the commit 
tee and opposed the proposition to permit the 
endowment companies to rauk with the fra- 
ternal companies. 

Senator Cantor offered another amendment, 
which was beaten—10 to 17—to permit the en- 
dowment companies to do business in the State 
under the jurisdiction of the Insurance Depart- 
inent, to report to the Superintendent once a 
year all their vouchers and documents. 

Senator Erwin maintained that this amend- 
ment would wipe out all the endowment com- 
panies, and Senator O'Connor charged that it 
emanated from a lobbyist on the tloor who re 
resented a big company in New-York, E. B. 
Harper’s Mutual Benefit Reserve Association. 

Senator Cantor said he was opposed to endow- 
ment companies, for he had had an unpleasant 
experience with one. He had been persuaded to 
join one, which had been appropriately called 
the Ancient Order of the Golden Fleece. He 
had put in his money in good faith, expecting 
that some day he would derive some benefit. 
When the day arrived, the association was in 
the hands of a receiver, and the sufferers found 
that they had been fleeced. 

Senator O’Connor offered an amendment, 
which was accepted, that no endowment asso- 
ciation should be organized for a term less than 
five years. 

Senator McClelland offered an amendment 
providing that in the absence of the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance the first deputy shall be 
the head of the department and in his absence 
the second deputy; also providing that no 
company shall contract to pay an employe 
a compensation for more than one year. 
Adopted. 

senator Cantor called attention to the fact 
thatasthe bill now stood endowment orders 
had been admitted, but there was no penalty 
should they make false statements of their 
financial condition and no means by which they 
could be wound up. Senator McClelland offered 
an amendment providing that the orders 
may when unsound be wound up and pro- 
viding penalties for false reports or resist- 
ance to search. Adopted. The bill was then 
passed—26 to 1, (Senater Bloodgood.) 





SAMPSON SIMPSON’S BEQUEST. 





THE NORTH AMERICAN RELIEF SOCIETY 
NOT ENTITLED TO IT. 


ALBANY, April 12.—The Court of Appeals has 
passed upon the question of whether the be- 
quest of $50,000 under the willof Sampson 
Simpson should go to the North American Re- 
lief Society. John H. Riker, as surviving exec- 
utor under the will of Mr. Simpson, brought an ac- 
tion in the nature of interpleader to determine 
the conflicting claims of Sampson 8. Leo, son 
of a niece, and the North American Relief Socie- 
ty to the bequest. Mr. Simpson was at one time 
Presideut of the society, and in his will be- 
queathed the income of the sum of $50,000 to 
his nephew, Moses A. Isaacks, during his life, 
and upon his death the sum to goto any respon- 
sible corporation in New-York City existing at 
the time of his death whose permanent fund 
was established by ite charter for the purpose 
of ameliorating the condition of Jews in Jerusa- 
lem, Palestine. 

If there was no such society, then the sam 
was to go to the children of lis niece, 

The case has excited considerable interest in 
legal circles and has been before the courts for 
years, Mr. Simpson, who wasa bachelor, hay- 
ing died in New-York in 1857. Judge Andrews, 
writing the opinion, hoids that the North Amer- 
ican Relief Society is not such a corporation as 
is described in the will of Mr. Simpson and is 
not capable of taking the legacy. ‘Therefore the 
bequest goes, under the alternative provision of 
the will, to anotner. The reasons set forth in 
this conclusion were that the corporation was 
not organized to carry out the purposes for 
which the legacy is intended. 





KILLED BY HIS OWN REVOLVER. 

NoRTH VERNON, Ind., April 12.—* Sabo” 
Divine of Trimble County, Ky., cameto this 
city last night on his way to Wheeland, Decatur 
County, Ind. This morning he filled up on 
whisky and went to the Big Four Station to 
take a train for Greensburg. On the train he 
became boisterous and would pay no attention 
to the brakeman. The brakeman notified Con- 
ductor Scott, who a4 ge him to be quiet or 
he would: have to gointo the buggage car. Ho 
said he did not think the conductor was big 
enough to put him in the baggage car and made 
threats. A scuftie ensued, and Divine reavbed 
for a revolver in his pocket. The brakeman, see- 
ing this, came to the conductor's aid and both 
tried to keep him from using the weapon. In 
the scuffle is went off, striking Divine in the 
right side, the ball ranging upward and killing 
him instantly. He was about thirty-two years 
old and is said to have been a dissolute character.

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LEGISLATION AT ALBANY. 


~~ 
A NUMBER OF BILLS PASSED .BY BOTH 
HOUSES YESTERDAY. 


ALBANY, April 12.—The Senate to-day passed 
the following bills: 

Revision of the general corporation law as sub- 
mitted by the Statutory Revision Commission, and 
the State Sovereignty bill, from the same source, 
unchanged from the present law. 

Mr. Selleck’s (Rep., Oswego,) bill providing that 
commission merchants shall acknowledge the receipt 
of agricultural products, and shall notify their owner 
when they are sold. 

Mr. Weeks’s, (Rep., Queens,) forbidding un- 
licensed attorneys to practice in New-York and 
Kings Counties. 

Senator McCarren’s, (Dem., Kings,) providing 
drains in the Twenty-sixth Ward of Brooklyn; also 
refunding to the North German Insurance Company 
the deposit made when that company did business in 
this State. 

Mr. Reed’s, (Rep., Genesee,) providing that money 
from agricultural societies derived from the taxation 
of racing associations may be used for premiums. 

Mr. Kelly’s, (Dem., Kings,) providing that Brook- 
lyn street railways shall not change their motive 
power without the consent of the Common Council. 

Senator Cantor’s, (Dem., New-York,) making ita 
misdemeanor knowingly toaid in the separation of 
husband and wife without their consent. 

Mr. McManus’s, (Dem., New-York,) allowing the 
inmates of State hospitals to write to one person in 
the outside world without having their letters 
openea. This measure is now in Gov. Flower’s 
hands. 

The Assembly has passed the bill of Senator 
Roesch relieving the Surrogate of New-York 
from filing bonds for $50,000. 


ASSEMBLY PROCEEDINGS. 

The only excitement in the Assembly this 
morning was the attack of Mr. Keeler (Rep., 5t. 
Lawrence,) upon a bill introduced hy Gen. Hus- 
ted (Rep., Westchester,) closing a portion of 
Beaver River as a public highway. He said that 
the passage of the bill would shut one of the 
natural approaches to the Adirondack Park, 


and would prevent people from paddling their 
canoes. up or down the river. It was solely 
in the interest of a few persons who had 
a preserve which they wished to protect 
from intruders. He, therefore, moved to re- 
commit the bill with instructions to strike out 
the enacting clause. In its defense Gen. Hus- 
ted said that the river was not used at present 
for floating logs, and that the purpose of the 
bill was to close it for about two miles in order 
to prevent poachers from netting all the trout, 
asthey are doing at present. But the cry for 
the “dear people’s” sake, as viewed by Mr. 
Keeler, prevailed, and the motion to recommit 
was carried, thus killing the bilL 

The political divisions, executive and salt 
springs laws, as prepared by the Statutory Re- 
vision Commission, were passed; also the coun- 
ty law prepared by the same commission. 

Mr. Deyo’s (Rep., Broome,) bill providing that 
real estate purchased with pension money shall 
not on that account be exempted from taxation 
was passed in spite of ea rotests from 
Mr. Keeler. The following bilis were also 
passed: 

Senator McClelland’s, (Dem., Westchester,) ex- 
empting the Peabody Home, New-York, from taxa- 
tion; also exempting the real estate of the Mission 
of Our Lady of Kosary from taxation. 

Senator Parker's, (Dem., Albany,) appropriating 
$50,0U0 for a new drill shed for the Albany Armory. 

W. G. Byrne's, (Dem., New-York,) making Good 
Friday a legal holiday. When the bill was reported 
in the Senate, Mr. Hagan (Dem., New-York,) made 
@ motion that it be ordered to third reading, but 
Mr. Erwin objected. 

Mr. Hitt’s, (Vem., Albany,) requiring the filing of 
a statement showing the principal in a business con- 
ducted under a ficticious Lille. 

P. J. Kyan’s, (vem, Onondaga,) including munic- 
ipal er in the mechanics’ lien law. 

Mr. Ward's, (Rep., Albany,) reducing the legal 
standard of acidity in vinegar from 44g to 4 per cent. 

Mr. Fraser’s, (Vem., Westchoster,) providing that 
insurance companies shall not add fees or charges to 
premiums on policies. 


SEVERAL BILLS PASSED, 

At the afternoon session of the Assembly the 
amendments made inthe Senate to the bill in- 
troduced by Mr. Shields, (Dem., Kings,) forbid- 
ding bone boiling, fat rendering, or fertilizer 
manufacturing within three miles of any inoor- 


porated city, were concurred in and the bill was 
sent to the Governor. 

The Sulzer (Dem., New-York,) bill amending 
the New-York Consolidation act by reguiring 
fire extinguishers, buckets, &c., in manufacto- 
ries and business houses, watchmen and alarms 
in hotels, and ropes in every room in lodging 
houses having more than fifteen rooms, was 


passed. 

The Riley (Dem., Renssalacr,) bill requiring 
that shirts, collars, or cuffs made or laundere 
in State prisons be branded, amended by mak- 
ing it apply to brushes made in prisons, was 
also passed. 

Mr. Connolly (Dem., New-York,) called up his 
Transverse Road bill this afternoon. He. 
amended it so that it applies now simply to the 
City of New-York. It permits the authorities to 
build railroads across the Park through the 
sunken ways, and to connect them with existing 
roads. The bill was passed, but has to travel 
back to the Senate again for concurrence. 

The bill introduced by Senator Roesch, (Dem., 
New-York,) providing for three clerks to be at- 
tached to the Surrogate,s oltice, whose duty it 
shall be to look after the collateral inheritance 
tax, has been passed, and now goes to the Gov- 
ernor. The clerks are to receive $4,000, $2,400, 
and $1,300 a year. Among the other bills 
passed were: 

Mr. Sullivan’s (Dem., New-York,) incorporating 
the New-York and Brooklyn Tunnel Company, to 
construct a tunnel from Battery Place to Atlantic 
Avenue, ip Brooklyn. 

Mr. Howard Conkling’s (Rep., Warren,) providing 
that vocal music shall be taught in the common 
schools of the State. 

Mr. McManus (Dem., New-York,) authorizing the 
Park Board to provide a park at Twelfth Avenue 
and Fifty-third Street, in the Twenty-second Ward. 

Mr. Webster’s (Dem., New-York,) providing for 
atrial by jury to determine the validity of the pro- 
bate of a will. 

Mr. Walker’s (Dem., New-York,) third bill com- 
pelling railroads and steamboat companies to pay 
truckmen $1 an hour when they are unreasonably 
delayed. 

SPECIAL ORDERS, 

The all-powerful Committee on Rules at its 
meeting this afternoon decided to make the 
iniquitous Tammany Inspectors bill, the Con- 
gressional Reapportionment bill, reported favor- 
ably by Waysand Means, and the Excise bill 
special orders for to-morrow morning. The 
Freedom of Worship bill is on the cards for 
Thursday morning. 

The Assembly forgot to be wicked long enough 
to-night to defeat, by a vote of 34 to 71, the bill 
appropriating $20,000 for the purchase by the 
State of the old Van Rensselaer mansion in East 
Greenbush, The property's assessed valuation 
two years ago was $2,500. 





THE STATE PROHIBITIONISTS.

LITTLE PROSPECT OF THE CALLING OF 
A CONVENTION. 

Utica, N. Y., April 12.—The Prohibition State 
Committee met in old Mechanies’ Halil this 
morning.

Ciay Bascom of Troy, who in his opening ad- 
dress said his party was in the fight to stay, and 
would make an earnest effort to win inthe 
Presidential contest next November.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—It was expected that 
Mr. Holman (Dem., Ind.,) would object to some 
paragraphs in the Naval Appropriation bill, and 
he gave a sample of the opposition that may be 
expected from him when he, to-day, made the 
point of order, soon after the bill was taken up 
in Committee of the Whole, that the appropria- 
tion of $250,000 for the construction of a dry 
dock at Algiers, La., was new legislation, and 
that it did not reduce expenditures. While it 
appeared that this rule against such appropria- 
tions had not always held, the exceptions seemed 
to favor cases where the site was on Govern- 
no al and not upon land not yet se- 
cured. 

There was no decision by the Chair, and the 
bill went over untill to-morrow, when the Chair 
will be called upvun to settie the contention. 
The Committee on Naval Affairs hopes to be 
able to hald the appropriations for inorease of 
the navy, ou the ground that the construction 
of vessels for the navy is a continuation of work 
now in progress, the increase of the navy gen- 
erally being progressive work, regardless of the 
particuiar vessels upon which the work is done. 

Mr. Jerry Simpson (F, A., Kan.,) made a 
speech of a shallow sort advocating the aban- 
donment of the navy as a means of maintaining 
peace with our neighbors. His idea seemed to 
be that the assertion of power is necessarily 
offensive, and that such a use of the navy is to 
be avoided by neglecting to have a navy. 

This sort of argument will do when the navy 
of the United States ia the last ope left. While 
Chile has a navy it will be just as welito keep 
on building a few vessels.even if the Kansas 
Grangers do not interest themselves in anything 
more serious than “ prairie schooners.”

GOV. SEAY TO OPEN TOWN SITES— 


THE SQUATTERS ARE WAITING. 


EL RENO, Oklahoma, April 12.—Big Tree, the 
fat chief of the Kiowas, who was in El Reno 
yesterday, drew his blanket around him and 
delivered himself of the expressive state- 
nent: “The boomers, their squaws and 
papooses, sprung up and are as many as 
the blades of grass on the Washita in the 
Spring.” Then, contrary to all Indian tradi- 
tions, he laughed. Big Tree’s statement was 
correct. The boomers are as thick as grass on 
the banks of the Washita in the Spring. Every 
hour brings more of them to the border than 
did the hour before. 

A very good estimate can be formed of the 
desirability of the land in the different counties 
from the number of Indian allotments in each, 
for the Indians have undoubtedly sceught for 
the bestlands. In Kiugfisher County 195 allot- 
ments have been taken; in Canadian County, 
542; in County C-°1,283; in County D, 459; 
in County F, 86; in County G, 435; in County 
H, 320, and in County E, none atall. County EK 
is the northwestern county of the new tract, 
and is of. the same character of soil as No Man’s 
Land. The Indians all together have taken up 
3,329 allotments or 432,640 acres, leaving 
3,600,000 acres forthe white men. . 

Gov, Seay has decided to open the town sites 
at 3 o’clook on the day of the opening. He has 
been given the authority to decide in this matter 
by Secretary Noble Decause be was in a better po- 
sition to know the condition of the surveys than 
the head of the departmentat Washington. The 
difference in time between the opening of the 
country and the opening of the town sites will 
give the town builders a chance to reach every 
one of the eix county seats in time for the 
opening. 

WATERTOWN, 8. D., April 12.—Rain set in last 
night, and ever since there has been a steady 
downpour, but for the Sisseton boomers the 


rain has no terrors. Their ardor is not one to 
be chilled by moisture. Powers of attorney 
have been bought up by speculators, who 
have hired men to stand in line, hop- 
ing to tile the soldiers’ declaratories in 
@ bunch, but the Government, in the 
interest of the soldiers on the g:ound, has 
balked their fraud. As each man passes in to 
file he can make his own filing, then can file one 
soldier’s declaratory, after which, if he has any 
more declaratories to file, he must take the end 
of the line and await his return before he can 
olfer another filing. . 

The maroh of the squatters to the reservation 
has begun in earnest. Surveyors have put up 
landmarks for those who have engaged 
them to locate them on the reserva- 
tion. The surveyors will be with their 
parties Friday, and at the signal gun will 
take part in the rush, dropping each man on his 
claim as he proceeds toward the centre of the 
land. Each train that came in to-day had extra 
cars attached to accommodate the rush, but 
there is room for more yet. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—The President to-day

April 19, 1892, at noon, the surplus lands of the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indian Reservation in 
Oklahoma, 


OKLAHOMA City, Oklahoma, April 12.—News

proclamation opening the lands. Instanter they

telegraph office. ‘This has greatly complicated 
matters, as under a strict interpretation of the 
law they becume ‘“sooners,” and cannot here- 
after acquire titles to public lands. 








WEIR WAS POISONED. 
PITTSBURG, April 12.—It has just leaked out 
that Gamble Weir, Superintendent of Police of 
this city, who died suddenly three months ago, 
was poisoned. At the time of his death his 
friends had suspicions of foul play, but they 


kept the matter secret in the hope that some 
clue might be discovered that would lead to the 
apprehension of the murderer. So far, however, 
the work of ferreting out the person who com- 
mitted the crime has been one of difficulty. 
Whoever had given the fatal dose has covered 
his tracks so well that every effort to discover 
him has proved a failure. 


FOREIGN NAVAL 
——- —- — 
—The cable dispatches announced a fortnight ago 
that a sensation had been caused at Aigiers by the 
arrivalof the British ship Conquest, which neither 
saluted the forts nor the Hussian yacht Foros, tlying 
the ensign of the Grand Duke of Macklenburg. It 
now appears thatthe apparent breach of naval eti- 
quette has been satisfactorily explained. The com- 
wanding officer of the Conquest, on being asked for 
an explanation, proceeded in full-dress uniform to 
the residence of the Governor General and informed 
him that, having no saluting pieces on board, he 
abstained from firing his heavy guns lest the concus 
sion should Cause injury to the yacht or to any of the 
small craftanchored in the vicinity. 

The Masséna, one of the Fronch cruisers shortiy 
to be commenced by the Société des Chantiers de 
la Loire. is to have a tonnage of 11,700. Her 
length is 36349 feet; breadth, 65% feet; maximum 
horse power with forced draught, 11,000; speed, 18 
knots. A novelty in this ship is that, like some of 
the smaller French ships now building, she is to have 
three screws. Her principal arnfament will cousist 
of two 30-centimeter guns mounted in fore and alt 
turrets, two 27-centimeters in barbettes, and eight 
14-centimeter quick-firing guus, also in turreta The 
subsidiary armament includes twenty smali quick- 
firers, ten revolvipg guns, and four submerged tor- 
pedo-launching tubes. 


—The latest invention in sub-marine vessels ‘s 
that built by a native of Newfoundland named 
Van Witen. Itis claimed that this craft has really 
soived the problem of navigating under water, and 
that in the trials just completed the inventor has 
justified his assertions. ‘he new boat is cigar- 
shaped and has twin rudders and sorews. It can bo 
eae my atany depth of water, the motive power 
wing electricity, which also lights the interior of 
vessel. The crew. consists of tour men, who, in ad- 
dition to working the vessel, will be equal tothe 
task of managing the torpedoes with which the 
vessel is to be armed. 


—The Bouvénes, the French cruiser which was 
launched March 31 from the works of the Forges et 
Chantiors, has a displacement of 6,610 tons. Her 
principal dimensions are: Length between perpen- 
diculars, 234 feet; breadth, 55 feet; draught, 1b feet 8 
inches. The motive power is derived om sixteen 
boilers, which drive two sets of triple-expansion en- 
gines having an estimate: horse phe of 7,500 and 
a speed of 15 knots under natural draught, 

—The new British cruiser Crescent, a sister ship to 
the Royal Arthur, which was launched by the Queen 
Feb. 26, 1891, was launched at Portamouth March 
20. ‘Che Crescent is said to be the finest ship of the 
nine protected first-class cruisers ordered under the 
Naval Defense act. “he will be fitted as an Ad. 
mirat's flagship, and will carrya crew of 515 men 
and officers. 


—Mr. White, Director of British Naval Construo- 
tion, has reported unfavorably on the use of brown 
per as an anti-fouling covering for ship's bottoms.

FIGHTING CATTLE THIEVES. 


FORTY-SIX MEN REPORTED KILLED IN A 
RECENT BATTLE. 


DovuG.Las, Wyoming, April 12.—The fight be- 
tween cattlemen and rustlers goes on. Kid Don- 
nelly of Powder River Crossing brought word 
last night to Antelope Springs, thirty miles from 
Douglas, that the stockmen were camped on the 
Casper Road on North Powder River, sixty 
miles north of Casper. 

Two rustlers, Nate Champion and a man 
named Ray, were killed Sunday on Powder 
River. Donnelly reports that the rustlers are 
fleeing in every direction, and attempting to 
escape from the country. Three of them passed 
through Antelope Springs yesterday. When 
Donnelly left Powder River Crossing there had 
been no casualties in the stockmen’s party. 

CASPER, Wyoming, April 12.—Last night a man 
from Riverside reported that the 150 deputies of 
Sheriff Angus attempted to arrest the invading 
army and killed twenty-eight of them, and that 
eighteen of theirown men were killed. Great 
excitement exists here, and no one knows whom 
the armed menare after, nor when they may 
swoop down upon this community. 

The inhabitants of this town are fully armed. 


If the ringleader’s object is to kill off his private 
enemies, about one-half the population must be 
on the list. The peopie to aman will turn out 
if any killing takes place around here. Several 
newspaper representatives are here, but fear 
to go to the scene, as every stranger is looked 
on with suspicion, and the army, if they caught 
the reporters, would keep them close prisoners.

It was_evident at the time of the last 
meeting of the joint Judiciary Committees 
of the Senate and Assembly that the Demo- 
cratic majority was anxious to drop the 
investigation of Judge MAYNARD.

The only assurance that could 
be obtained was that the minority should 
have an opportunity of knowing when the 
report was to be submitted. The majority 
was then apparently in a quandary and 
disposed to have no more meetings of the 
committee and to submit no report at all. 
They desired simply to let the matter drop, 
having come to the that a 
“vindication” was out of the question. 
The minority is not obliging, and intends 
to make this dropping operation as awk- 
ward and difficult as possible. Those of 
them who belong to the Senate committee 
have joined in a letter to Chairman ROESCH 
reminding him of the promise that the Re- 
publicans would be allowed to call wit- 
nesses, giving the names of witnesses whom 
they desire to call, and plainly telling what 
they expect to prove by them. There is a 
reminder in this letter that thus far there 
has been no investigation of MAYNARD’S 
action. This will make it more awkward 
for the majority to drop the matter, but 
that is still their evident purpose. Possi- 
bly there is nothing better for them to do, 
but we do not see how there could be any- 
thing worse. It leaves the facts and the 
inferences of the Bar Association report 
unrefuted and Judge MAYNARD confessed- 
ly beyond the reach of vindication.

The opinion of English financial authori- 
ties on the silver policy of the United 
States is probably fairly expressed by the 
London Zconomistin its issue of April. 2. 
Referring to the tremendous task assumed 
by the United States Treasury in trying to 
maintain the parity of gold and silver at 
the legal ratio while buying 54,000,000 of 
ounces of silver for par, it says: ‘‘ Sooner 
or later it will find the task beyond its 
power, and meanwhile the policy which 
was intended to uphold the price of silver 
is forcing it ever lower down.” And it de- 
clares that the accumulation in our Treas- 
ury “is a constant menace to the 
market.” “Ii the United States were 
simply to leave silver to find its true level, 
there would be an adjustment of supply to 
demand that would in time lead to a level 
of prices which, whether higher or lower 
than the present, would at all events be 
reasonably stable. As it is, silver is suffer- 
ing most at the hands of those who profess 
to be its friends.” This is a natural view 
to be taken by the Zconomist, and so far as 
the effect of our policy is concerned it is 
correct. But we may remark that the law 
of 1890 was not really one satisfactory to 
the silver men, but was the best that they 
were able to exact from the Republican 
majority in Congress at the time. 








The appointment of Inspector BYRNEs to 
succeed Police Superintendent MURRAY is 
a proper and deserved promotion. There is 
no doubt that he was the most capable man 
in the department for this important post. 
His detective and executive ability’ has 
been demonstrated on many ‘occasions, and 
his experience has eminently fitted him to 
take command of the force. He is a man 
of resource and energy, and we have no 
doubt that he will impart all the efficiency 
to the Police Department in its difficult 
work that the authorities over him will 
permit. He is certainly the best man for 
the place that was to be had. 





THE REPUBLICAN TICKET. 

Reports from Washington agree that Mr. 
HARRISON is confident and happy. He 
feels, apparently, secure of a renomina- 
tion, and his feeling of security is probably 
wellfounded. There is no organized op- 
position to him among the “ workers” of 
the party, save inafew places, and none 
but the “ workers” seem to care very much 
whether he is named again or not. In this 
State ex-Senator Piatt, if we may judge 
by the conduct of some of his lieutenants, 
is making a show of opposition, and in 
Pennsylvania QUAY is doing the same with 
more effect. But there is no sign that either 
of these managers has any oné else serious- 
ly in view, and the chances are, decidedly, 
that they are’simply playing for considera- 
tion—a species of blackmail not uncommon 
with men of their kind. They may, how- 
ever, carry the game too far. If they wait 
to be bought up until there is no longer any 
need of them they will fetch nothing, 
though they may in the meantime manage 
to bleed some rich imbecile like ALGER. In 
any rational estimate of the chances, the 
edds are heavy in favor of HARRISON 
against “the tield.” 

It is true that in reality there is no 
“field.” There is no Republican of any 
prominence, except Mr. HARRISON, who is 
seeking the nomination, and there has been 
none at any time but Mr. Biarne. The his- 
tory of that gentleman’s real relations to the 
aspirations of Mr. HARRISON remains to be 
written. Itis too obscure and too recent 
to get at the facts. Probably by the time 
they can be got at no one will care very 
much for them. It is plain enough that 
for three years he was a thorn in the side 
of the President, and contact with him or 
contemplation of him was very painful. 
At last he is out of the way, not through 
Mr. HARRISON’s superior merit—though he 
is a far better man than BLAINE—nor 
through BLAINr’s abandonment of his 
real desire, but through what the old 
bills of lading used to term the “act of 
Gop.” Mr. BLAINE is convinced that 
his health would not stand the strain 
of anxiety and mental and physical ex- 
ertion imposed by a national canvass, 
and he has, not too graciously; withdrawn. 
He leaves no rival worthy of the name for 
Mr. HaRRISON. It is not reflecting too se- 
verely on the President to say that if there 
were a very able man high up in the party 
councils his own prospects would not be so 
good as they now are. Unquestionably he 
is at the head, because, though he himself 
lacks distinction, there is no one with 
whom to compare him. . In a sense, he de- 
serves a renomination from his party, 
though he does not deserve a re-election 
from the country. He has done the party 
work with great fidelity. He is in sympa- 
thy with its purposes and its tendencies. 
lt costs him nothing to be true to it, be- 
cause he has no conception of anything 
higher, and no ambition to be anything 
better than a Republican President of 
to-day. He has carried out the party 
bargains. He has patiently distributed the 
offices. If in both these functions he has 
taken care of his own interests, he does not 
suspect that his party can be in any other 
way better served. He will make a repre- 
sentative candidate, in his merits and in 
his defects, and will poll a full party vote, 
neither much more normuch less. Whether 
that will elect him remains to be seen. We 
who think the present policy and tendency 
of the Republican Party unfortunate and 
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bad for the country can sincerely rejoice 
that Mr. Harrison’s nomination will put 
the issues fairly before the people with no 
confusing personal considerations. 

The question of the nomination of a can- 
didate for the Vice Presidency on the Re- 
publican ticket, though a minor one, is, of 
course, important. There is a movement 
of considerable strength and a sentiment 
still stronger in favor of the renomination 
of Mr. Morton, and if he is willing to stand 
he would be a strong candidate. He has per- 
formed the duties of the office with success. 
As the presiding officer of the Senate he 
has been fair, attentive, and courteous, and 
has won the cordial respect of the Senators 
of both parties. He has had the excellent 
judgment to keep out of the kind of politics 
that prevailsin Administration circles in 
Washingtoa&. He has not meddled with the 
distribution of patronage nor sought to 
exercise any influence for or against 
the factions that have been struggling 
for the patronage. If the question of 
locality be considered—as it is sure 
to be—there is no State more important to 
the Republicans than New-York, and we 
take it that it would be the judgment of 
impartial observers that Mr. Morton 
would give as much strength to the ticket 
in New-York as any one else, if not more, It 
is the habit of some of the more restless Re- 
publicans to affect to underrate him, but it 
is a real distinction to have been a Vice 
President entirely disinterested. There 
is no precedent for the renomination of a 
Vice President in recent yéars, and that 
may tell against him; but then there is no 
reason, we suppose, why such a precedent 
should not be established now. There were 
special reasons for the selection of a new 
man both in 1864, when Mr. LINCOLN was 
renominated, and in 1872, when Gen. 
GRANT was, and they do not existin the 
present case. At any rate, it is to be hoped 
that no candidate will be chosen whose 
nomination would change in any degree 
what promises to be the fair and decent 
character of the canvass. 





THE SUGAR MONOPOLY AND THE 
TARIFF. 


The weekly organ of one of the two 
powerful high-tariff associations is moved 
by the recent action of the Sugar Trust to 
publish the following significant remark: 

“ Brethren, we say to you thatif the protect- 
ive system is to be employed for such purposes 
as this, the game is up.” 

Of course, the organ of the Philadelphia 
Manufacturers’ Club knows that the pro- 
tective system has been and is now “ em- 
ployed for such purposes as this” in scores 
of important industries, and that members 
of the club are s0 employing it. We pass 
over for the present the question why the 
Manufacturer finds the Sugar Trust so much 
more obnoxious than any one of the numer- 
ous other combinations thatare using the 
protective system as a means fpr suppress- 
ing competition and extorting high ring 
prices from the people, and shall point out 
why the condition of the Sugar Trust and 
of the sugar-refining industry has become 
very interesting to those who study the re- 
lation between tariff duties and Trust com- 
binations. é 

For the first time since this Trust was 
formed it now controls absolutely the re- 
fining industry. Before the recent absorp- 
tion of the Philadelphia refineries the 
Trust supplied not more than 70 per cent. 
of the sugar consumed in the United States. 
Now it supplies substantially all that goes 
through a refinery. Never has competition 
been more completely suppressed by a com- 
bination in a prominent industry. 

The absorption of the so-called independ- 
ent refineries was accompanied by a 
marked advance of prices. Before the suc- 
cess of the negotiations was assured the 
wholesale price of granulated sugar, the 
standard grade, was 4 cents a pound; with 
the completion of the negotiations the 
price was increased to 44, cents. The price 
of the raw material is lower now than it 
was when the price of the finished product 
was 4 cents. By suppressing competition 
the Trust has gained the power to add one- 
half of a cent,a pound, which, when applied 
to a quantity as large as that which was 
supplied by the refiners last year, is equiva- 
lent to an addition of about $19,000,000 
to the annual profits of the Trust. 

The cost of centrifugal raw sugar is now 
31g cents apound. The Trust exacts for 
the finished product 41, cents. Here is a 
difference of 13g cents. The cost of refining 
in the best-equipped refineries of the Trust 
does not exceed one-half of a cent per pound. 
There remains for profit, therefore, three- 
quarters of acent, or about $29,000,000 
per annum ona quantity as large as that 
which was supplied by the refineries last 
year. This would pay a dividend of 88 per 
cent. upon a fair valuation of the Trust’s 
actual investment, or 38 per cent. upon its 
inflated capital stock of $75,000,000. 

The tariff duty of one-half of a cent per 
pound on refined sugar permitted the Trust 
to increase the price from 4 cents to 41g 
cents as soon as the independent refineries 
had been taken in. If there had been no 
duty, the advance could not: have been 
made and maintained. This one-half of a 
cent must be added to the cost of every 
pound of imported refined sugar before 
such sugar can be sold to the domestic con- 
sumer. If refined sugar were on the free 
list, it could be imported and sold here for 
4 cents per pound or less, and the Trust 
would be obliged to make similar prices for 
its product. 

The greed of this Trust should be re- 
strained by the temoval of the duty on 
refined sugar. At the same time the Trust 
should be prosecuted under the Sherman 
Anti-Trust act. The Trust can compete 
profitably with foreign refiners without the 
aid of aduty. This has been admitted by 
Mr. THEODORE A. HAVEMEYER, who was 
the President of the original Sugar Trust 
and for many years the foremost refiner in 
the country. Here is Mr. HAVEMEYER’S 
testimony before a committee of Congress: 

“Mr. TuCKER—Speaking of the competition 
between nefining interests in this country and 
the English refining interests, would you be able 
to compete in the business market if there was 
perfect free trade in sugar ? 

“Mr. HAVEMEYER—We would beat them. We 


oan refine sugar here cheaper than they can in 
England.” 


The duty of one-half of a cent per pound, 
to which is added natural protection 





amounting to one-eighth or one-quarter of 
a cent, issimply an instrument of extor 
tion. The Trust uses it to exact enormous 
profits from consumers. The events of the 
last few weeks show this very plainly. We 
quote here the opinion of the leading organ 
of MoKinleyism, the New-York Tribune, 
that there should be no duty on refined 
sugar: 

“No good reason whatever can be given for 
retaining any duty whatever on refined sugar if 
unrefined is admitted free, The actual cost of re- 
fining, supporters of the Trust have openly boast- 
ed, isnot greater here than in other countries, and 
close proximity to the West Indies, from which 
most of the raw sugar comes, inust give to Amer- 
ican refiners some advantage in competition 
with those of Europe. The refining industry, 
therefore, if it deserved the utmost considera- 
tion in other respects, is not in any need of de- 
fense by differential duties. But the Trust has 
so defied public opinion and violated law, and 
has so openly conspired to deprive the public 
of all the benefits which protection aims to se- 
oure, tatit would be eminently just to take 
away all duties on refined sugar if raw sugar is 
admitted free.” 


This opinion was expressed before the re- 
cent absorption of the outside refineries 
and while McKINLEY and his associates 
were making the present tarifflaw. A bill 
removing the duty could be passed easily 
now in the House. The Republicans of the 
Senate and the President should have an 
opportunity to accept or reject such a 
measure, 

We suggest that the Department of Jus- 
tice may fairly be questioned by the House 
as toits attitude toward this Trust. The 
department began some time ago to prose- 
cute the Whisky Trust. Is the unlawful 
suppression of competition in the produc- 
tion and sale of sugar a matter of less im- 
portance than the exaction of combination 
prices for whisky by a Trust of distillers? 
Surely the department has not been re- 
strained by the fact that the Sugar Trust 
has obtained a corporate charter, for the 
Whisky Trust also has such a charter, and 
a charter of incorporation granted in IIli- 
nois is as good as one procured in New- 
Jersey. 











TAMMANY’S GAME. 

Tammany is playing the game in the 
Legislature with reference to the Speed- 
way Repeal bill that Tux Times predicted 
it would play when the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee made the mistake of calling upon the 
Legislature’ and not upon the City Govern- 
ment to repeal the bill. Tammany is in 
favor of repeal, but Tammany cannot con- 
trol for repeal the legislators whom it con- 
trolled for the Speedway bill. The Tam- 
many leaders really seem to fancy that 
this pretext is good enough to screen them 
from the indignation of the people of New- 
York—expressed with a unanimity that 
has not been approached for years. Is it? 

So far as the Assembly is concerned, the 
only thing to be done is to move that the 
Committee on Cities, with the Tammany 
Chairman who has been protecting the bill 
all this time, be discharged from further 
consideration of it, and that the bill be 
passed. The legislators should all be put 
on record on this motion, though, of 
course, the city members will all vote for 
repeal. The Citizens’ Committee has now 
the duty to seo that Tammany takes the 
consequences of its impudent trifling with 
the people. 

In the first place, if the bill is left on 
the statute book, it is left there for mis- 
chief. The Park Commissioners must be 
watched, for it may not be impossible for 
Tammany to find a Judge who will de- 
clare that, after all, the law is manda- 
tory. If we mean to preserve the Park, we 
must fightthe raidersat every step and bear 
in mind that Tammany is eyen now man- 
ning the Park with ‘“‘ workers” who have 
no scruple and no shame—as few scruples 
and as little shame as have been shown by 
the trotting men and their lobbyists at Al- 
bany in this raid on the people’s pleasure 
ground, in which they now expect, after 
all, to succeed. Ifthe people of New-York 
are fit for anything better than to have 
their most cherished possession despoiled 
by these impudent “ sports,” now is the 
time for them to show it. 


ELECTION OF SENATORS BY THE 
PEOPLE. 


A joint resolution introduced in the Sen- 
ate by Gen. PatmeR of Illinois for an 
amendment of the Federal Constitution 
providing that United States Senators 
shall be chosen in the several States by 
direct vote of the people was the subject of 
acurious debate yesterday, in which Sen- 
ator CHANDLER of New-Hampshire ap- 
peared as the chief opponent of the propo- 
sition to elect Senators by a popular vote. 
It may be that he is conscious of being one 
of those Senators who could never have 
obtained their seats if they had depended 
upon popular support. He assumed that 
the principal object of the amend- 
ment was to prevent millionaires 
from gétting into the Senate by buy- 
ing Legislatures, but that is by no 
means the only evil that-has grown up 
under the existing system. It is much 
easier for a pushing and plotting politician, 
like Mr. CHANDLER for instance, who has a 
good deal of power over a party machine, 
to secure a nomination in a legislative 
caucus and force his election than it would 
be to get the support of a majority of 
the people even if he succeeded in secur- 
ing the regular nomination of his party. 

Itis a difficult matter to secure, in or- 
dinary times and forthe purpose of any 
change in methods originally established, 
an amendment of the Federal Constitution. 
It is a matter in regard to which the peo- 
ple themselves are conservative. In the 
first place it would require a two-thirds 
vote of both houses of Congress to submit 
the amendment, and then it would have to 
be ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the States. It would be hard to 
induce two-thirds of a Senate whose mem- 
bers had been elected by Legislatures, and 
many of whom could not have been other- 
wise elected, to favor such a proposi- 
tion. Then it is not likely that three- 
fourths of the State Legislatures would 
readily consent to an amendment which 
would deprive them of one of their 
chief prerogatives, The only way’ in 
which such a change can be brought 
about is through a popular agitation of un- 
usual strength concentrated upon this ob- 
ject, and of thas there is at vresent little 
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sign. It would be necessary not only to 
elect Congressmen favorable to the plan, 
but to choose Legislatures in a considera- 
ble majority of the States known to be in 
favor of it, before there would be any hope 
of getting the proposition submitted at all. 
A strong public sentiment thus expressed 
mightinduce two-thirds of the Senate to 
give its consent, and then the agitation 
would have to be continued until the rati- 
fication was obtained from the Legislatures 
of three-fourths of the States. It would 
take years to accomplish the result after a 
much stronger demonstration of the popu- 
lar desire than at present appears. 

There is no doubt that the present 
method of electing Senators is an anomaly 
in our system of government, and that its 
origin was due to a reluctance to trust 
completely to the action of the people in 
the choice of representatives. ‘That reluc- 
tance was conspicuous in various ways in 
thé great Constitutional Convention of 
1787, and to it the method devised for the 
election of President and Vice President 
was due. But the purpose of the fathers in 
this latter respect has been frustrated, ex- 
cept that the vote has still to be taken by 
States. The Electoral votes remain, but 
the ‘‘Electoral College” has practically 
no choice, and only serves to register 
the choice of the people in the 
several States. Senator PALMER’S own 
election indicates a tendency toward a 
similar control by the popular voice over 
the machinery for the election of Sena- 
tors. He was formally nominated by the 
Democratic Convention of his State, and 
was thereby made a candidate whom the 
Democratic members of the Legislature 
could not set aside. As a result of that 
nomination no other Democratic candidate 
was considered, and in a long and close 
contest he received every vote of the party 
to the end. It will be much easier to bring 
into vogue this custom of nominating Sen- 
ators by popular party conventions and en- 
forcing the choices upon Legislatures than 
to secure a change in the Federal Constitu- 
tion, and if the custom should become gen- 
eral it would accomplish the purpose of 
giving the popular choice for Senators ef- 
fect through the action of the Legislatures. 











RAILROADS ACROSS THE ‘PARK. 


Attention cannot be called too often to 
the fact that there is now no public con- 
veyance across town from Fifty-ninth 
Street to One Hundred and Tenth, nor prac- 
tically to One Hundred and Twenty-tifth, 
that is to say for three miles and a quarter. 
Everybody who lives abreast of the Park, 
on either side, knows how crying the need 
is for such a conveyance. That we cannot 
get it answered is one of the most signal 
illustrations how bunglingly the municipal 
machine works, Years ago the Park Com- 
missioners were authorized to lay rails 
in one of the transverse roads, where- 
as rails ought to be laid in three, 
and after much tribulation got the rails 
laid, and for some months a private ad- 
venturer, by a license from one Park Com- 
sioner, ran two or three cars. Of course, 
to be really. useful, these transverse lines 
must connect with the longitudinal lines, 
as do the cross-town lines further down 
and further up town, and this is the object 
of whatis known as the Park Transverse 
Road bill, which has passed the Senate, 
and which ought in some practicable shape 
to be enacted into law before the adjourn- 
ment. 

The constitutional provision requiring all 
laws authorizing the laying of railroad 
tracks to be general in their terms produces 
queer results when the need for new legis- 
lation is so local and specific as in this case. 
It is proposed that the bill shall apply to 
roads to be operated east and west through 
the public: parks of cities containing a 
million inhabitants or more. In plein Eng- 
lish this means to the transverse roads in 
Central Park, and it is not possible to imag- 
ine any public interest that is subserved 
by not saying so. This piece of humbug, 
however, affects the form and not the sub- 
stance of the law. What is needed is a sys- 
tem of communication between the east 
and west sides, the lack of which not only 
inflicts very serious inconvenience—in- 
creasing as these regions become more 
populous—but is actually crippling the de- 
velopment of each side. 

The combination of street railroads 
under the Presidency of Mr. CRIMMINs, if 
it is managed in the interest of the public 
as well as of the stockholders, ought to be 
of very great value to the city. It will 
ultimately be most profitable to the stock- 
holders by being most serviceable to the 
public. Ifallthe tranverse roads of the 
Park are traversed by horse cars, the com- 
bination will serve the public and itself by 
securing the franchise and using the tran- 
verse lines as feeders to the longitudinal 
lines and vice versa. A system of transfer 
would in sucha case stimulate travel by 
making it far easier than it is now to get 
abouttown. There would still be need ofa 
like connection with the street-car lines on 
the east. side, The experience of the Park 
Commissioners with these corporations has 
not thus far been very encouraging, but 
the connection of three or four transverse 
lines is a prize that the main lines would 
find very well worth contending for. At 
any rate, it will bea pity and a shame if 
the bill fails and the people concerned are 
left in their present primitive condition of 
reliance upon their private equipages or 
their pedestrian powers for crossing the 
city through a space of three miles.

The druggists and proprietary medicine 
dealers are probably in error in supposing 
that the Paddock Pure Food bill has been 
made applicable to a large class of articles 
in which they deal merely as a means of 
extorting from them money for political pur- 
poses.

It is obvi- 
ous that this portion of the Pure Food bill 
is a fatuous piece of paternalism, and as 
the Agricultural Departmentis to execute 
its provisions, itis likely enough to have 
had its origin in the benevolent and fussy 
mind of Uncle Jerry Rusk. We do not 
see how the Government inspection of 


proprietary articles can do any appre-— 


ciable good, and we do see where 
it can do serious harm. Every patent- 





medicine vendor who complied with 
the law would hasten to advertise bis 
wares as sold under the special sanc- 
tion of the United States Government, 
and the spreading wings of the American 
eagle would be employed to cover a multi- 
tude of nostrums. It is a foolish and inde- 
fensible bill in so far as it applies to these 


articles.

A PLAY OF KONIGSMARK. 

The complications between Prince George 
Lewis of Hanover and his wife, Sophia Doro- 
thea, toward the end of the seventeenth cent- 
ury, precipitated by the gallant Count Koénigs- 
mark, have induced many playwrights to try 
their ’’prentice hands. Last night at the Acad- 
emy of Music the German actress Fr&ulein 
Adele Sandrock and her troupe performed the 
German version of ‘Sophia Dorothea” by 
Schiitz. It was @ rather thin house and a de- 
cidedly unresponsive one, as very often is the 
case when the pieco is a historical play of the 
old-fashioned sort. 

Friulein Sandrock has a reasonably good 
support, as things go with star actresses. Herr 
Klein was indistinct in utterance, but he looked 
and acted very passably the part of the sensual, 
domineering Princelet, who became George I. 
of England. Herr Wirth as Kinigsmark wore 
various wondrous costumes, such as are seen in 
pictures of Louis XIV. and his courtiers; his 
acting was fair. The actors who played a pair 
of funny folks, Baron von Busche,a fat and 
jealous husband, and his stout French wife, did 
what they could with wretched parts. But, 


after all, the play rests on the shoulders of 
Fophia Dorothea, and if the person who acts 
that character cannot make up for the weak- 
ness of the dramatist by something very much 
out of the way in ‘Stagecraft the results are 
not enlivening. Now and then Friulein Sand- 
rock played with spirit; but forthe most part 
she stalked through a commonplace drama in 
& commonplace way.- 

As played last night the Princess Sophia 
Dorothea (who was divorced in 1694 for the 
Konigsmark affair) is merely the wife outraged 
by her husband’s infidelities who dreams of fly- 
ing from the court with the man she knew and 
loved as a young girl. She is therefore more 
sinned against than sinning. Her lover is not 
assassinated, whereas the real Count Kiénigs- 
inark was. Hence much that might have given 
color and life tothe play is omitted. In place 
of that the playwright has introduced the 
ancient business of a young girl, the Princess's 
maid of honor, being taken for the person 
with whom Konigsmark has made a 
tryst and married to him by the 
Prince. But even this has not been 
used by Schiitz to the extent he might have. 
When the young girl, who loves Kénigsmark, 
discovers that he married her only to shield the 
Princess, she is not made to fill the situation. 
In the last act Sophia Dorothea falls into mel- 
ancholy and hears voices; she only awakes 
from her madness to die, without granting to 
her profligate husband the pardon for which he 
begs in her last moments. The prompter at the 
Academy last night was often better heard than 
certain members of the troupe. Why is it that 
German prompters keep up a steady chirping, 
like exaggerated crickets ?

OTHER SOVEREIGNS LOOKED UPON AS 
BENEATH THE EMPEROR. 


LonpDon, April 13.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Pekin says that the Foreign Ministers 
there recently accepted a compromise proposed 
by the British Minister, the basis of which was 
that they should attend the Emperor’s reception 
where asked, provided the Emperor received 
them at’the palace in 1893. 

A memorandum asking an audience on these 
terms was presented tothe President of the 
Tsung li Yamen, (Foreign Office.) The menmo- 
randum commenced: “ Whereas, the sovereigns 
ofthe Western States are the equals of his im- 
perial majesty.” Having read thus far, the 
President of the Tsung li Yamen refused to 
read further, flung the document back, and 
closed the discussion.

TWENTY-NINE CARTRIDGES FOUND 
LYING CLOSE BESIDE THE RAILS. 


MADRID, April 12.—A number of plate layers 
engaged in examining the railway near Tar- 
rasa, fifteen miles northwest of Barcelona, to- 
day found evidence of a plot to blow up a train. 
Lying close beside the rails was a paroel con- 
taining twenty-nine dynamite cartridges, to 
which fuses were attached.

THE CHANGE AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS 
— THE EX-SUPERINTENDENTS CA- 
REER IN AND OUT OF THE FORCE— 
PROBABLE CHANGES OF CAPTAINS. 


Itis ex-Police Superintendent William Mur- 
ray now, as he was yesterday, at his own re- 
quest, retired on a pension of $3,000 per an- 
num. If Chief Inspector Thomas Byrnes can 
pass a civil service examination—he is a Civil 
Service Examiner without emolument—he will 
be Mr. Murray’s successor and Inspeotor Henry 
Y. Steers will be Chief Inspector. 

Mr. Murray’s retirement was not a surprise at 
the Central Office, but it was precipitated by 
progress in his ailment, locomotor agitans, 
which, while it is neither alarming nor signifi- 
cant, is serious enough to make him abandon 
the idea thatin the near future he will be able 
to do any active work. When the Police Com- 
missioners were in session yesterday, Major 
Kipp, the chief clerk, read a letter from Mr, 
Murray, addressed to the board, in which he 
placed in the Commissioners’ hands his applica- 
tion for retirement. In taking this step, he said, 
he had been influenced by the advice of his 
physician. He referred to the quarter of a 
century he had passed in the ranks of the police, 
paying an earnest tribute to those who had 
stood by him in the support of the force, 
“whether attacked in time of turbulence and 
riot or by the tongue of malicious slander.” 

A vote was taken without comment on the re- 
tirement of the Superintendent, all the Com- 
missioners, except Mr. MacLean, who remained 
mute, voting yea. Then Mr. McClave presented 
@ preamble and resolutions, which were adopted 


by the same vote, eulogizing the conduct of Mr. 
Murray from the date of his appointment as pe 
trolman, May 24, 1866, to the last day of hia 
service as Superintendent. In that time, said 
the resolutions, no taint could possibly rest 
upon the character of Mr. Murray as a man and 
public officer, 

Commissioner Martin then moved that Chiei 
Inspector Byrnes be appointed Superintendent 
of Police, “subject toa civilservice examina 
tion,” and the motion received four affirmative 
votes. Mr. Byrnes, when congratulated, said 
the action of the board was a surprise to him, as 
he had neither sought nor coveted the position, 
and, to be frank, he did not care for it. He had 
made no plans, he said, and should “ sleep over 
the matter.” 
- Mr. Murray was born in this city, and was a 
tinsmith when the war of the rebellion broke 
out. He went to the front as a member of 
Elisworth’s Zouaves, and was wounded at the 
battle of Bull Run. He was happily married 
and a father in May, 1866, when yn became a 

oliceman. October was a lucky month for 

im, as his dates of promotion to Roundsman, 
Sergeant, Captain, and Inspector occurred in 
October, 1870, 1871, 1876, and 1877; respect 
ively. He first became prominent as intent on 
higher honors when he was appointed Acting 
Captain of tre Fifteenth Precinct when Capt. 
Van Duzen was dismissed from the force for not 
rescuing two patroimen who were locked up in 
—_ Street gambling house by “The” 

en. ; 

Mr. Murray won his Inspectorship by break- 
ing up a system of masked robbery at Astoria 
and elsewhere, and his recerd _of convictions 
showed that their aggregate was 500 years in 
State prison for persons who were convicted 
directly through his personal efforts. 

Mr. Murray succeeded George W. Walling as 
Superintendent of Police in June, 1885, and be- 
came an invalid in 1890. He returned to his 

ostlast Fall, but was compelled to go on siok 
eave last month. As an official he was cour- 
ageous and active and socially amiable, gener- 
ous, and winning. He was an enthusiastic 
angler until his infirmity declared itself. Mr. 
Murray has a wife and five children, some of 
whom are married. He is well to do, and his 
home Is at 1,041 Madison Avenue. If his condi- 
tion permit he may seek health in an ocean voy- 
age; otherwise he will probably Summer at 
Lawrence, near Rockaway. 

It can be said of him that the present effi- 
cienoy of the departmentis largely due to him, 
and that his administration will be so far 
copied that there will be few, if any, radical 
changes. Itis, however, predicted that when 
the Police Board meets next Tuesday there will 
be some transfers of Captains, and that 
arrangements will be made to send a number of 
them before the Civil Service Examiners, as 
there will exist a vacancy in the Board of 
Police Inspectors.

OBITUARY. 


COUNT. D’ANDLAU.: 

Count @’Andlau, whose death at Cayenne, in 
French Guiana, alone and an outlaw, was an- 
nounced in Tue TimMESs yesterday, had come into 
manhood by the most dazzling of golden gates. 
He was the son of a Brigadier General who rep- 
resented the Canton of Liancourtin the Conseil 
Général of Oise; he was graduated second at 
the military school of Saint Cyr, in 1844, at 
twenty yearsof age. He wasa Lieutenantin 
1847, a Captain in 1850, chief of a squadron in 
1859, a Lieutenant Colonel in 1864, and a Colo- 


nel in 1869. He returned from the war in the 
Crimea with a glorious record. He was the dele- 
gate of France for the treaty between Turkey 
and Serviain the settlement of their frontier 
lines. 

He was a staff officer of Marshal Bazaine 
when Metz fell, and he was imprisoned at 
Hamburg. In 1871 he published a pamphiet, 
**Metz, Campagne et Negociations,” which 
charged Bazaine with treason. At the trial the 
prosecuting court-martial had in him its best 
witness. Count d’Hérifson, faithful to Bazaine, 
predicted that Count d’ Andlau would end badly. 
There were no signs of this bad end for many 
years. The Department of Oise elected him a 
Senator in 1876, re-elected him in 1879, 
and Gambetta obtained for him the grade 
of Brigadier General. He was 8 con- 
vert to republicanism, but the Conservatives 
esteemed him; he frequented the Radical, but 
he was a member of the aristocratic clabs, In 
1888 came revelations of Catfarel’s traffic in 
decorations of the Legion of Honor. Count 
d’Andlau was the guiltiest of his acoomplices. 
He fled from France, was condemned in contuma- 
cium, went to an out-of-the-way parish in Lou- 
isiana where the relatives of his wife have a 
plantation, was traced there, received a word of 
warning from Parisian friends, and disappeared.

—Dr. Benjamin Wheeler Dyer, who died at his 
home, 71 Lexington Avenue, yesterday, was born in 
Bridgeport, Conn., and came to New-York when a 
boy. @ was a graduate from an eclectic medical 
school, but he never practiced in this city. He 
owned the Park Avenue Hotel drug store from the 
time the hotel was built, Dr. Dyer was a Grand 
Army man and a member of ayette Post.

—Gedrge Pullis, an old soldier of the Mexican war,

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LET THE JUDGE TELL HIS OWN 
STORY ON THE STAND. 


OFFER BY THE MINORITY OF THE 
JOINT COMMITTEE TO PRODUCE 
PROOFS THAT WILL MAKE THE “‘IN- 
VESTIGATION” OF SOME VALUE. 


ALBANY, April 12.—The Republican members 
of the Joint Judiciary Committee met this after- 
noon at Gen. Husted’s house and agreed upon 
the form of a report they would draw in the 
Maynard case, providing all the testimony was 
in. In case the Democratic members decline to 
present a majority report—and this is the rumor 
that is now floating‘about Albany—the Republic- 
ans will draw up an address to the people, in 
which Maynard will be excoriated as Judge wa 
never excoriated before. 

As a matter of fact, the Democrats are sick 
and weary of the investigation of Maynard. 
They openly express disgust thatitever was 
begun, and they hold David B. Hill responsible 
for the woeful flasco that the proceedings have 
developed since Messrs. Ridgway and Reilly 
started in to have some fun with Wheeler H. 
Peckham and Frederic R. Coudert. Now, 
however, the Democrats believe the easiest 
Way out of the trouble is to close up the inves- 
tigation. The Kepublicans, however, are not 


to be denied a hearing. Merely to show the 
party leaders that they have not lost their grip, 
hey sent the following letter to-night to Sen- 
ator Roesch: 


The Hon, George F. Roesch, Ohairman of the 
Joint Judiciary Committees of the Senate and 
Assembly. engaged in the investigation of the 
facts alleged in the memorial of the Associa- 
tion of the Bar of New-York concerning the ac- 
tion of the Hon. leaac H. Maynard in certain 
election matters. 

DEAR Sik: At the meeting of the joint committee 
held on the 7th inst., you wiilremember that Sena. 
tor Saxton, in behalf of the minority of the commit- 
tee, submitted a list of the names of pavers who 
were thought by the minority to be in Lhe possession 
of facts material to the investigation, which the 
counsel for the committee had failed to bring out, 
With the request that such persons be promptly 
summoned to attend the committee’s next session. 
You will remember that ata former meeting of the 
committee Senator Saxton gave notice of his inten- 
tion to call these witnesses, and that you then 
stated that, so far as you were concerned, he should 
have the opportunity of doing so. You will remem- 
ber that Senator Cantor contirmed your promise and 
distinotly declared that there would beno objections 
whatever to the minority calling any witnesses they 
pleased. . . 

The action of the committee on April 7 in declin- 
ing to issue the subpceuas requested by Senator 
Saxton, in view of the facts foregoing, was thought 
by the undersigned to be most extraordinary and 
something in the nature of a breach of faith, not to 
speak of the palpable absurdity of an investigation 
which limits the testimony to one side only and by 
sheer force of numbers forbids a hearing to the other 
side. It is believed that the committee’s action 
must have been based upon some misunderstanding. 
We cannot believe that the honorable the Chairman 
of the committee and his honorable associate in the 
majority, Senator Cantor, will finally refuse to stand 
by an a’surance they have once given. In this be- 
lief, and because the meeting ef April 7 was not 
fully attended, and im the desire that our request 
aheall have the full and fair consideration to which 
we deem it to be entitled, we formulate herewith 9 
statement of what we are prepared to prove, and 
furnish the names of those by whom we expect to 
prove it, and we respectfully request that you will 
call the joint committee together immediately and 
lay this communication before it for action. 

By Messrs. William A. Sutherland, Matthew Hale, 
J. F. Parkhurst, aud William Nottingham we oifer 
to prove that numerous averments of fact contained 
in Mr. Maynard's letter to the Chief Judges of the 
Court of Appeals, which letter you have admitted in 
evidence, are totally false. We offer to prove that 
the stipulation proposed by Mr. Sutherland on Dec. 
6 did not come to Judge Maynard with the novelty 
of a new suggestion, but had been first proposed on 
Dec. 2, and fad been refused at that time for the

urpose of awaiting the results of the proceedings 
yefore Judges Parnard and Kdwards, and that their 
decisions having been rendered against Judge 
Maynard's clients, he was then feady'to enter into 
the stipulation which three days before had been 
retused.

The policy of 
the election laws of this State since the days of 


Tweed has been to prevent the dominant party 
in this State from getting control of election 
machinery, because of the self-perpetuating 
tendency of such vontrol in the handsof the 
party in power. It is undemocratic and mo- 
nopolistic. It handicaps the minority and is 
contrary to the spirit of fair play. 

“The only argumentin favor of reduction in 
the number of election officers is economy. If 
this economy can be accomplished without in- 
juring the principle which combats the self-per- 
petuating power of the dominant party, there 
may be some reason for its adoption, and this is 
accomplished by the proposed amendment. 
But if it is intended as a party measure to 
create a party control over the machinery of 
elections which has been heretofore kept bal- 
anced like the scales of justice, the act will 
prove an obstruction to the free expression of 
popular will and diminish American institu- 
tions.”

THE STATE CONVENTION CALLED FOR 


THE 10TH OF MAY. 


NEW-HAVEN, April 12.—The Democratic State 
Committee at its meeting here to-day called the 
Democratic State Convention, to choose dele- 
gates to Chicago, to meet in this city Tuesday, 
May 10.

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MORE TRICKERY AT ALBANY 


THE SPEEDWAY REPEAL BILL 
BURIED IN COMMITTEE. 


DECISIVE EVIDENCE THAT IT WAS NEVER 
INTENDED TO PASS IT—HOW THE 
GAME HAS BEEN SUCCESSFULLY 
PLAYED IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


ALBANY, April 12.—By trickery and insincere 
professions of good faith the will of the peo- 
ple of the City of New-York has again been 
defeated. ‘There is now only a very remote 
possibility that the bill to repeal the iniquitous 
law authorizing the cutting of a race track 
through the west side of Central Park will be 
passed by this Legislature. 

Senator Plunkitt (Dem., New-York,) who put 
through the original race-track law, has been 
one of the prettiest puppets in the entire farce— 
the Uriah Heep of the swindle that has been 
perpetrated upon the people. Old “Uncle” 
Erwin (Rep., St. Lawrence,) put Plunkitt just 
in the right light on the floor of the Senate 
to-day. Plunkitt was foolish enough to inour 
Erwin’s displeasure by calling his Commission 
Merchants bill a bad measuro. 

“ Who is this man who calls my bill a bad 
measure?” hesaid. “A Senator from New- 
York who but a few weeks ago rushed through 
this body and the Assembly a bill for a drive- 
way in Central Park that he declared all the 
people of New-York wanted. Twenty-four hours 
later the people of New-York were unanimously 
in arms against the law. Cowering under the lash 
of public censure, the Senator came to usa 
week later with a bill calling upon us to repeal 
his race-track law. This body, realizing that it 
had been misled, unanimously passed the re- 
peal. That cleaned the Senator's hands of the 
stain the race-track law placed upon them, 
so he thought, but has it? here is 
the repeal bill now? It is dead, buried 
in the Assembly Committee on Cities, 
where it is going to stay until this Legislature 
adjourns, and the Senator knew when be asked 
us to vote for the repeal bill that it was never 
intended to let it get out of the hands of that 
Assembly Committee, Yet he dares to criticise 
legislation that is at least of honest intent!” 

o all of which Plunkitt made no pi 0 4 Sen- 
ator Erwin put the case in a nutshell when 
he said that there was a deliberate scheme 
to bury the repeal bill in the Assembly 
committee. There it rests now, and, bound u 
by rules as it is, there is hardly a chance that it 
will be brought out to the light before Friday, 
which is the last day on which committee re- 
ports are received.

COURT REVERSED AT ALBANY. 








THE EVIDENCE TO SHOW THAT THE 
CITY ORDINANCE IS UNREASONABLE 
HELD TO HAVE BEEN WRONGLY EX- 
CLUDED—OTHER SIMILAR SUITS. 


The Court of Appeals yesterday reversed the 
judyment of the lower court in favor of the 
Mayor of New-York in the suit of the city 
against the Dry Dock, East Broadway and 
Battery Railroad Company and ordered a new 
trial. 

The decision was awaited with great interest 
by New-York street-car lines, and by the public 
as well, because it was a“ test” case to reopen 


in the courts the question whether or not night | 


cars are to be runinthis city. In granting a 
new trial the Court of Appeals puts the case 
back into the district judicial court where it 
originated, and the fight for night transit will 
be made over again. 

The Common Council on May 29, 1890, 
passed and on June 3, 1890, the Mayor ap- 
proved a resolution requiring all surface street- 
ear lines in New-York to run cars all night as 


frequently as public convenience may require, 
and not less than one carevery twenty minutes 
between midnight and6 A. M. each and every 
day, both ways, for the transportation of pas- 
sengers.”” Penaity for neglect or refusal to com- 
ply with the ordinance was fixed at $100. Sev- 
eral of the +" lines manifested a disposition to 
comply with the ordinance without protest, but 
others of the principal lines and all of the lit- 
tie ones ‘‘kicked” vigorously. 

The city resolved to test the ordinance, and 
Corporation Attorney Louis Hanneman brought 
suit betore Civil Justice Goldfogle, in the Fifth 
Judicial District Court, against the Dry Dock, 
East Broadway, and Battery Railroad Com- 
pany to recover $100 for failure on the part of 
the company to operate night cars on its 
Avenue B line, on East Broadway, between 
Scammel and Catharine Streets. The case was 
tried before Justice Goldfogle July 11, 1890. 
The company claimed that the Common Council 
had no right to apply its ordinance to them, in- 
asmuch as the act of 1860, under which they 
got their charter from the Legislature, required 
that they were to run cars only as “often as 
the convenience of passengers may require, 
and shall be subject’ only *‘ to such reasonable 
rules and regulations as the Common Council 
may from time to time, by ardinance, pre- 
scribe.” They claimed that it was for the Com- 
mon Council to prove that there had been a 
popular demand for night carson ite line and 
that the order to operate cars all night was 
“reasonable.” The company offered to intro- 
duce evidence to show that the ordinance was 
“unreasonable,” but Justice Goldfogle declined 
to admit it, and wrote a long opinion upholding 
the city, and deciding that the company must 
run night oars as required by the ordinance. 

The railroad company appealed to the Gen- 
eral Term of the Court of Common Pleas, and 
on Deo. 5, 1891, that local court of appeal, 
through Chief Judge Joseph F. Daly, handed 
down a decision upholding Civil Justice Gold- 
fogie and confirming his decision. On permis- 
sion of the General Term the railroad company, 
by its counsel, Join M. Scribner, took an ap- 
peal directly to the State Court of Appeals in 
February or March of the present year. 

Beiore the Court of Appeals the railroad com- 
pany made four principal points: First, that 
under the Consolidation act the Common Coun- 
cil could not make ordinances inconsistent with 
the law and Constitution of the State; second, 
that the lower court erred in not allowing the 
railroad company to introduce evidence show- 
ing the ordinance in question to be unreason- 
able; third, that the city failed to show the 
reasonableness of the ordinance, and, fourth, 
that the ordinance went into eftect immediately 
and gavethe railroad company no time for 
preparation. 

Tae decision of the Court of Appeals is made 
onthe ground that the evidence tending to 
show that the ordinance is unreasonable was 
excl ided. 

Other suits were brought under the Common 
Council ordinance above referred to by the Cor- 
poration Attorney, with the foliowing result: 

Second Avenue Railroad Company. in the 
Bixth District Court; suit pending, awaiting the 
oulicome of the test case, and nightcars not 
rupning on a portion of the system. Central 
Park, North and East River Railroad Company, 
tried in a district court, appealed to the General 
Term of the Court of Common Pleas, judgment 
of the Civil Judge against the company 
affirmed; case settled by the payment of the fine, 
and night ears running. New-York and Harlem 
Railroad Company, (Madison Avenue Line,) in 
the sixth District Court; case pending. Broad- 
way and:Seventh Avenue Railroad Company, 
in the Eighth District Court; case pending, and 
night oars running on a portion of the 
system. Chambers and Grand Street Ferry 
kailroad Company, case brought in a district 
court and settled by payment of fine; cars 
running; Central Crosstown Railroad Com- 
pany, case settled and cars running; Third 
Avenue Railroad Company, (cable line on One 
Hundred and Twenty-tifth Street,) case pend- 
ing and cars not running during a part of the 
night; Forty-second Street and Grand Street 
Ferry Railroad Company, case settled and cars 
running; Twenty-third Street Railroad Com- 
papy, case pending, but cars running at night; 
Houston, West Street and Pavonia Ferry Rail- 
road Company, case: settled and oars running: 
Christopher and ‘Tenth Street Railroad 
Company, case settled and cars running; 
Forty-second Street, Manhattanville and St. 
Nicholas Avenue Railroad Company, case pend- 
ing, cars running on 4 part of the line; Eighth 
Avenue Railroad Company, case settied and 
care running; Ninth Avenue Railroad Company, 
case settled and cars running; Bleecker Street 
and Fulton Ferry Railroad Company, case 

vending in the Eight District Court; Harlem 

ridge, Morrisania, and Fordham Railroad 
Company, (*‘Huckleberry” Road,) case pend- 
ing.

OLD-FASHIONED TRICK. 


Harry L. Williams, an old-time exponent of 
the “‘film-fiam” method of thieving, was ar- 
raigned yesterday morning before Justice 
Hogan in the Yorkville Police Court on the 
complaint of Charles Frey, a tailor at 136 East 
Thirty-seventh Street, Frey stated that on 
Monday Williams came into his store and asked 


him to give him $40 in large bills in exchange 
for forty one-doilar bills. Frey assented and 
hauded over twotens and a twenty-dollar bill, 
but on examiuing the bundle of small bills 
given him in exchange he found them $1 short, 

Williams took the bills and counted them, and 
promptly acknowledged his wistake. Then 
taking a silver dollar from his pocket, he hand- 
ed it to Frey aud left the shop. After Williams 
had gone, Frey counted the bills again. He was 
astonished to find that there was but $22 in the 
roll. He made complaint at the Twenty-second 
Street Station, and Williams was arrested that 
same night 

Williams was identified in court yesterday 
morning by Moritz Goldberger of 371 Third 
Avenue as a man who, with a confederate, had 
swindled him out of $26 by precisely the same 
method two years and ahalf ago.

ANTI-WINTER CONVENTION 
MENT BOOMING. 


The daily enrollment of Brooklyn Democrats 
who are desirous of protesting against the snap 
convention of Feb. 22 and of being represented 
at the convention of May 31 is increasing 
steadily. Three weeks ago the canvassers were 
able to turnin only about 100 a day. A week 
later they got together about 200, and last week 
they averaged 300 every day. The present 
week has opened with an average nearly twice 
as large. 

On Monday 500 names were added to the roll, 
and yesterday there were 493 new ones. If this 
average is maintained until the primaries are 
held, there will be about 20,000 Democrats in 


Kings County to vote for the delegates to the 
State Convention, This is as many as ever vote 
at the primaries of the regular Democratic or- 
ganization. 

A big meeting of the protestants was held in 
the Seventeenth Ward headquarters, at 427 
Manhattan Avenue, last evening. J. J. Lowell 
presided and made a speech, but the address of 
the evening was made by Edward M. Shepard, 
oue of the leaders in the present movement. 
He dwelt upon the danger to which the De- 
mocracy was exposed when its self-appointed 
leaders would carry the party to destruction in 
order to attain their own ends, and urged his 
hearers to proiest so strongly that they would 
be heard not only in Brooklyn, but at the Na- 
tional Convention. 

The work of organizing the Merchants’ Dem- 
ocratic Club in the dry goods district 1n behalf 
of the May convention movement is rapidly 
progressing. Clubrooms have been engaged at 
351 Broadway, between Leonard and Franklin 
Streets, and a meeting will be held within a few 
days to elect otticers. 

Reports received at the headquarters of the 
Democratic State Provisional Committee from 
Rensselaer County show that the movement 
there in behalf of the May convention will be 
important and influential. A conference of 
leading Democrats of the county will be held 
next week and organized measures will be 
adopted for procuring signatures for the Demo- 
cratic roll. It is believed that even in Troy, 
where Edward Murphy, Jr., one of the chief 
promoters vf the snap convention, lives, the 
Inaess of the Democratic voters are in favor of 
the May convention. Jefferson, St. Lawrence, 
Otsego, and Lewis Counties will soon be thor- 
oughly organized. In each county a majority 
- tue Democrats is aguinst the snap conven- 
tion. 

In this city headquarters will be opened in 
the Eleventh and Sixteenth Assembly Districts 
in a few days.

IT WILL HAVE A WIDE FIELD AND BE 
A NOVELTY IN JOURNALISM. 


On Friday the first number of the only news- 
paper printed in the Arabic language in North 
orSouth America or Europe will be issued from 
the publication office, 47 Pearl Street. N. J. 
Arbeely, an interpreter of the Bureau of Immi- 
gration, is the proprietor and editor in chief of 
the new publication, and his brother, A. J. 
Arbeely, is the managing editor. 

“ The paper will have a constituency of about 
7,000 in New-York City,” said the editor in 
chief yesterday. “That is about the number of 
intelligent Syrians, Persians, and Arabs in this 
city. On both of the American continents 
there are about 150,000 speakers and readers 
of the Arabic language. For these people we 
intend to make the Kawkab America, which 
means ‘The Star of America,’ an organ not 
only for the expression of their views, but a 
medium for the extension of amicable feeling 
between the different races speaking Arabic. 
The paper will circulate in Egypt, India, Zanzi- 


bar, Syria, Tunis, Morocco, Algiers, and Pales- 
tine. In all of these piaces we have correspond- 
ents, many of them the finest scholars in their 
respective countries. 

‘The paper will be published partly in Arabio 
and partly in English. ‘he greater portion of 
it, however, will be in Arabic. There are 
270,400,000 people in the world whose only 
tongue is the Arabic, aud we intend to make the 
paper, in so far as possible, a medium of thought 
and expression between these people, whose 
literature and general information are practic- 
ally of a past age, and the more progressive peo- 
ples of the world. 

“The Arabic-speaking peoples of the world be- 
long, for the most part, tothe ‘ tribe of Koreish’ 
and are believers in Mohammed. While the 
kKawkab America will be designed more par- 
ticularly for the Christians among the Arabic- 
speaking peoplese—we, ourselves, being Syrian 
Christians—there will be no difficulty presented 
to the Mohammedans about supporting the 
paper, for the reason that they regard anything 
that is printed in their language as sacred 
enough for their mental digestion.” 

The Kawkab America will bea weekly. The 
compositors who will set the paper up have all 
come from Syria, and the type was also made in 
Syria. There are 1,335 characters in the Arabio 
language, and on account of the immense diffi- 
culty of mastering the art the profession of a 
compositor is very highly regarded among 
Arabic-speaking peoples. Five cases are re- 
quired for one setoftype. Fourof these are 
placed directly in front of the compositor, and 
the other is immediately behind him, so that 
considerable activity must be displayed in “‘ set- 
ting up”’ Arabic manuscript. 

Editor N. J. Arbeely is a graduate of Mary- 
ville College, Tennessee, where he was for five 
years the Professor of Modern Languages. He 
was United States Consul at Jerusalem under 
President Cleveland. His brother, Managing 
Editor Arbeely, isa medical graduate of the 
Imperial College of Constantinople, and has fer 
several years practiced medicine in this city. 

The first issue of Aawkab America will con- 
tain a cut of Thomas A. Edison, with an account 
in Arabic of his many inventions. 

The editorial sanctum at 47 Pearl Street is 
fitted up sumptuously in Oriental fashion.

WIRE CHIEF BALDWIN’S DEATH. 

Fred W. Baldwin, General Wire Chief of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, died yes- 
terday in his fortieth year. Entering the tele- 
graph service as a messenger boy in 1865, Mr. 
Baldwin rose to an important position in the 
company. Whenthe Western Union Building 
was burned in July 1890, Mr. Baldwin had in 
his mind a complete map of the lines extending 
fora radius of 200 miles around New-York. 
While the firemen were pouring water into the 
upper floors of the building, Mr. Baldwin stood 
on the first floor giving orders with such mar- 
velous skill that within forty-eight hours wires 
were working in all directions. 

The exposure, loss of sleep, and a cold con- 
tracted during the refitting of the building 
brought on an attack of pneumonia, which de- 
veloped into consumption and resulted in his 
death. He was one of the charter members 
of the New-York Telegraph Aid Society, and 
was its Treasurer.

BONDHOLDERS GET THEIR MONEY 








AND THE LITIGATION: CONCERNING THE 
LYCEUM THEATRE IS SETTLED. 


Real estate men had been reading with a good 
deal of interest lately the advertisement in the 
papers stating that the ground on which the 
Lyceum Theatre stands and the lease would be 
sold at the Real Estate Exchange yesterday. 
The sale, however, did not come off, and the dif- 
ferences which were forcing the sale have been 
settled. The sale was to have taken place by 


the order of Peter A. Hendrick, the referee, ina 
suit brought by John 8. Ellis against the Ly- 
ceum, the New-York Theatre Company, and 
Franklin H. Sargent in pursuance of a judg- 
ment of foreclosure and sale dated Dec. 15, 
1890. The proceedings in this suit have been 
very complicated, and in fact there has been 
more litigation over this theatre than any other 
in the city. 

The Lyceum was the name of the corporation 
which tirst acted as the lessee of the ground. 
Its first lease, from May 1, 1884, was for twen- 
ty-one years, witha privilege of two renewals 
of twenty-one years each atarental of $4,000. 
The following year the Lyceum borrowed 
$20,000 on its 6 per cent. coupon bonds in order 
to finish the building. Before this, however, 
the theatre had been leased to Steele Mackaye 
and Gustav Frohman for $12,000 a year for ten 
years, with the privilege of an additional ten 
yearn’ lease at a rental of $15,000a year. Messrs. 
Brent Good, Stephen R. Pinckney, and others 
succeeded Mackaye and Frohman in 1887. They 
bought the majority of the stock, and organized 
the New-York Theatre Company. New Direct- 
ors were then elected, and they celebrated their 
acoession to oftice by refusing to pay the inter- 
est on the bends, and they also failed to declare 
any dividends, This was the cause of the litiga- 
tion, which has been almost endless. 

The New-York Theatre Company, through 
Good and Pinckney, began suit in the Superior 
Court to declare the bonds void. This was de- 
feated, and in November, 1888, John 8, Elis, as 
Trustee for the bondholders, began a suit to 
foreclose the mortgage. The Lyceum defended 
this action, but it was defeated twice. Then the 
notice of the foreclosure was printed. Mr. Hub- 
bard Hendrickson, the attorney for Ellis, sald 
that on last Saturday his clients were paid 
every dollar of the face value of the bonds, both 
principal and interest, together with the costs. 
‘“*Tnat ends the matter as far as we are con- 
cerned,” said Mr. Hendrickson. ‘There is 
nothing in this talk of a freeze-out. The bond- 
—- were fighting for their own, and they 
got it.’

THE SLATER FUND.

NEW PLAN FOR THE DISTRIBUTION OF 
ITS INCOME, 


The Education Committee of the Trustees of 
the Slater Fund for the benefit of public schools 
in the South met at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yes- 
terday and outlined the work which will be dis- 
posed of at the annual meeting of the board to- 
day. This meeting has unusual interest because 
of the proposed change in the system to be fol- 
lowed in distributing the proceeds of the fund. 
The fund is now nearly $1,250,000. About 
$65,000 has heretofore been distributed annual- 
ly to forty schools in the Southern States. 

The Trustees have decided to devote this 
money aimost entirely to normal schools in the 
future, and the number of institutions to re- 
ceive the benefits of appropriations will be de- 
creased to about one-third the present nuinber. 
The problem of selecting the institutions to be 
left out has been considered by the committee, 
and its action, it is expected, will be ratified by 
the board to-day. 

Ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes is Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees.

THE BRIGGS CONTROVERSY FAR 
FROM ENDED. 


THE PRESBYTERY’S OOURSE DENOUNCED 


—DR. BOOTH COMPARES ‘“‘ GERMAN 
CRITICS’ ECHOES” AND INGERSOLL’S 
FOLLOWERS, 


The proceedings of the New-York Presbytery 
on Monday were still the subject of animated 
discussion among the Presbyterians of this city 
yesterday, and both Briggs and anti-Briggs 
forces, as they are now known, expressed their 
Opinions freely and without reserve. Dr. 
Briggse’s friends and those of Union. Seminary 
are loud in their condemnation of the proceed- 
ingsoftbe Presbytery. The anti-Briggs men 
are so elated at what they call their victory 
that, from their expressions on the subjeot, it 
might be supposed they had been engaged ina 
fight against the heathen or a war in which the 
enemy was Intidelity. 

This elation, however, caused them to do 
something yesterday which showed plainly that, 
notwithstanding their many denials, the move- 
ment whieh resulted in the election of Dr. 
Briggs’s bitterest foes as delegates to the As- 
sembly to be held in May in Portland, Oregon, 
was planned and premeditated. The Committee 
on Examinations forthe Admission of Candi- 
dates to the Ministry met in the morning in the 
University Place Church. Dr. Alexander, the 
pastor of that church, was elected Moderator, 
and on the committee were the Rev. Drs. Rob- 
ert R. Booth, George W. F. Birch, George 8. 
Payson, and the Rev. James H. Hoadley. The 
Rev. J. C. Nightengale appeared before the com- 
mittee and presented a printed slip on which 
Was written a long set of resolutions. 

This document spoke of the “crude and dan- 
gerous utterances of many of the secular and 
religious papers and books and some of the pul- 
pite of the land, resulting from the introduction 
and prevalence of German mysticism and 
* higher criticism’ and of philosophical specula- 


tion and so-called scientific evolution,” and 
warned those giving instruction in seminaries 
against inculcating any views or adopting auy 
methods which might tend to unsettle faith in 
the doctrine of Divine origin and the plenary 
iuspiration of the Scriptures held by the Church 
or in the Presbyterian system of doctrine. It 
referred to the proceedings of the Detroit As- 
sembly in May, 1891, which condemned Dr. 
Briggs and resolved against admitting the 
teaching of the doctrines held by “ heretics”’ 
who had studied in Germany and who made 
light of God’s Word and treated the sacred vol- 
ume a8 a mass Of rubbish. 

“Excuse or apology*tor these errors or any 
mitigation of their heinousness coming from a 
professor is tantamount to approval in the 
practical effect upon a young student,” said the 
resolutions. Then followed the reiteration of 
the charges made against Dr. Briggs, and the 
resolutions closed by asking the Examining 
Committee to adopt them in full. 

The Rev. Mr. Hoadley objected to these reso- 
lutions. He said that they should be presented 
in proper form before the Presbytery, and that 
the committee were present at the meeting 
only as examiners. Dr. Booth insisted upon 
the resolutions being adopted. He was second- 
ed by Dr. Birch. Both of them said that there 
Were as many clergymen present representing 
ditterent interests as there would be at the reg- 
ular meeting of the Presbytery. Dr. Alexander, 
however, devided to lay the resolutions over 
until the May meeting of the Presbytery. Dr. 
Booth consoled himself by examining each stu- 
dent who came up before the board upon his 
idea as to who had written the Pentateucn. 

The Rev. Mr. Hoadley said after the meeting: 
“ The whole thing was cut and dried. The meet- 
ing yesterday showed tbe work of a caucus. The 
Presbytery now stand in a ridiculous light. 
They cleared Dr. Briggs and they are sending 
delegates tothe Assembly to answer why they 
cleared him, which is composed of those who 
prosecuted him and of those violently opposed 
to him. Yesterday’s action will look small, 
mean, and contemptible to any man of liberal 
mind. it is directed against Union Seminary 
and the spirit of Presbyterianism.” 

Dr. Booth was delighted with the result. ‘“ It 
isthe day after Sumter,” he said; “it wasa 
great victory. ideny here that there was apy 
caucusing whatever. None of us dreamed of 
the way that things would go. We thought we 
would be happy if we could get five delegates. 
It is a death biow to Briggsism. I want it un- 
derstood that this has nothing todo with the 
question of revision. It is simply the stand of 
ail men who love the Bible and believe it is the 
word of Jesus Christ against those who would 
attuck the sacred writ. Itisan uprising against 
German critics and their American echoes. The 
echoes I consider no better than the followers of 
Rovert Ingersoll 

“The victory was due to what may be called 
*the middlemex.’ The Elders of the different 
churches, who are thinking Christians, suw 
that, notwithstanding the kindness we had 
shown to Dr. Brigzs last November, he utterly 
detied Christian opinion by continually preach- 
ing heresies from Presbyterian pulpits during 
the Winter. The election of these delegates 
means Dis complete deieat at the General As- 
sembly. Ido not mean to say that the assem- 
biy will be very hard on him. They will con- 
demn him, and he and the seminury will take 
the hint. The semipary,of course, is financially 
independent, but it depends upon us for pres- 
tige.” 

When asked about the attitude of Dr. John 
Hall in the controversy, Dr. Booth said that 
br. Hall’s opinion was not regarded as worth 
much by either side. He was not a man of abil- 
ity or @ man of any prominence in the Presby- 
terian Church. 

The Rev. Dr. T. 8. Hastings, the Dean of the 
Seminary, talked about the situation yesterday 
afternoon. 

“I feel very sorry about all this,” he said. ‘I 
was treated in the most discourteous manner 
by the Presbytery yesterday. I asked simply 
that one man from the seminary be appointed 
as a delegate so that he could bring the papers 
in the matter before the assembly. I was curtly 
denied this and treated with the utmost disre- 
spect. Delegates were chosen whose -views in 
the Briggs matter were well known. The whole 
thing was the result of a series of caucuses. 
The inference made that we were asleep is not 
true. [had received warning letters during 
the last few months as to what was going on. 
But I had at least faith that there would be 
nothing mean or underhanded in the matter. 

“Theshame and shock of the matter have 
been such that we have not been able yet to de- 
clare any pian of action. I cannot go to Port- 
laud, aud 1 have advised Dr. Briggs to take a 
European trip. There would not be much use 
of his going there. The idea of a Presbytery 
which clearé aman and then appoints a num- 
ber of delegates to defend him at the General 
Assembly who have been his bitterest enemies 
is incomprehensible. As far as Dr. Briggs is 
concerned, whatever may be the action of the 
General Assembly our action is determined. We 
will support him. I consider him to be one of 
the ablest exponents of theology living. He be- 
lieves in the Bible as he does in his faith and 
his God, and I know his faith in the Scriptures 
is tirmer than many of those who would have 
him deposed. They cry to the ignorant, ‘He 
is trying to depose the Bible,’ when they 
know nothing of what they speak. They mis- 
represent him on every occasion, and they have 
at last resorted to mean, contemptible trickery. 

“Itis as impossible, however, to hinder en- 
lightenment as itis tostopan avalanche. Itis 
consoling to find that the men who oppose Dr. 
Briggs and the seminary are of little conse- 
quence intellectually inthe Church. No one has 
ever heard of the majority of them before. Take 
these men and pit them against such men as Dr. 
Van Dyke, Dr. Mclivaine, Dr. Thompson, or Dr, 
Paxton, and you will see of what metal they are 
made. We bave the intelligence of the Charch 
witb us, at any rate. 

“As to the seminary, the only thing that can 
be done will be co boycott us. e have already 
been boycotted by fourteen Presbyteries, and I 
have seventy-five applications for scholarships 
pext year. One Presbytery more or less will 

ot affect us. 

nion Seminary is the seat of Presbyterian 
learning and doctrine, and it will be the uni- 
versity. The Presbyterian Board of Education 
has tried to boycott us by preventing poor and 
worthy young men from being educated by us. 
It has withdrawn the funds given for that pur- 
pose to these mep. Every time it does this 
gpome rich and conscientious Presbyterian 
has stepped forward and donated the 
necessary money for the education of the 
student. We take care of all boycotted 
students. 

* and yet,” concluded Dr. Hastings, “we 
have not said a word against the- board of 
Education in our ohurches.. We scorn to do 
mean and underbanded things. We lexve that 
to‘the enemy.’ Whatever will be the result at 
the General Assembly, Union Seminary will 
stand, and the grest Presbyterian churches of 
this city with it.” : 

Prof. Brigge said he did not care to discuss 
jhe Presbytery’s talk.

WORK’S SIDE OF THE STORY. 


HE TESTIFIES AS TO THE SUIT BROUGHT 
BY COL. JAMES, 


A chance was given to J. Henry Work yester- 
day to tell his side of the story asto the suit 
brought against him by Col. Edward C. James 
to recover $200,000, which Col. James alleges 
that Work induced him by false representations 
to invest in the “contracts” of the firm of 
Grant & Ward. Mr. Work was examined by his 
counsel, ex-Judge Noah Davis, and gave the 
history of his acquaintance with Col. James 
from the time it began, when Col. James came 
to this city from Ogdensburg to practice law. 

Mr. Work declared that he had never intended 
to deceive Col. James in any respect as to the 
firm of Grant & Ward or as to their financial 
undertakings or his knowledge of them. He 
had believed that the firm was very prosperous. 


It was rated high by the business agencies. Mr. 
Ward bad once found fault because there was 
not some special rating, not being satistied witn 
the highest given. He might.bave told Col. 
James, he sald, that the firm was worth $5,000,- 
000. It was his impression that it was. 

One of the reasons why Mr. Work thought 
that the firm was prosperous was that wheu 
he had a profitable contract with it and it ac- 
accrued, the amount of profit due him on it was 
promptly paid. Down to the time of tne failure 
of the firm he had no reason to doubt its solv- 
ency and prosperity. 

Mr. Work declared that he had never told Col. 
James that he knewall about the contracts. 
Atter Col. James had made his first investment 
he had put him in the way of getting $20,000 
to make another. He had told Col. James, too, 
that he was making a great deal of money him- 
self outof the investments. His investments 
were usually made through Mr. Warner. After 
he had received the profit allowed him he _ 
the profit to those who invested through him- 
self and Mr. Warner. 

Mr. Choate cross-examined Mr. Work. Mr. 
Work said that he did not know where Warner’s 
check books were. He had not seen them since 
they were before the Grand Jury. Mr. Work 
had referred to the persecution of himself and 
Warner. Mr. Choate tried to find out what the 
persecution was. Mr. Work said in answer to 
his questions that he considered that Mr. Choate 
assisted in the persecution by the advice that he 
gave to Mr. Davies. He aiso considered the 
entry of the judgment for $1,200,000 against 
Warner & persecution. He also considered their 
indictment by the Grand Jury a persecution. 
Warner, ha said, knew vo more about the Marine 
Bank than did Mr. Choate. 

Mr. Work said that he thought that Ward 
could have deceived Gen. Grant without the aid 
of an outsider. He thought that Gen. Grant 
was very little of a business man. If he had 
known that the tirm was paying 20, 50, or 100 
per cent. profits he thought that he would have 
staid in it. 

** Was he so simple-minded, in your judgment, 
as that?’’ asked Mr. Choate. 

“I think he was,”’ was Mr. Work’s reply.

The report of the Board of Trustees was high- 
ly favorable. Two years ago the club bought 
for $475,000 a tract of 104,000 acres iu the 
Moose River tract of Hamilton and Herkimer 
Counties: Of this amount only $80,000 is un- 
paid. There are 500 membership shares, which 
have increased in value from $1,000 to $1,200 
each. The club leases 75,000 acres of land ad- 
joining its own tract. There is already a elub- 
house on Honnedaga Lake, anda new clubhouse 
to cost $20,000 is being built on Moose Lake, 
four niiles from Forge Station, on Dr, ° 
Seward Webb’s new Adirondack Railroad. 

The club has an income of $30,000 per year 
from a fifteen-year lumber contraet for the re- 
moval of spruce and pine trees over twelve 
inches in diameter from parts of the tract. 
Prof. B. E. Fernow, one of the Trustees of the 
club, is Chief of the Forestry Bureau of the 
United States Department of Agriculture.

NOT YET PUNISHED FOR TRYING TO GET 
MORE OF ANDERSON’S MONEY. 


The long-drawn-out fight over the millions left 
by John Anderson, the old tobacconist, came up 
before JudgesCullen in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday in a newform. Anderson 
died worth $8,000,000, and one of his granda- 
daughters, a daughter of Walter Carr, putin a 
claim which involved the title to the Plaza 


Hotel property in this city. She compromised 
it for about $50,000, and the judgment then en- 
tered debarred her from any further share in 
the estate. 

But her father concluded that she had a 
further claim, and he induced Lawyer John Q. 
Leary of Brooklyn to begin a new action to re- 
cover certain property held by the New-York 
Life Insurance naan. For doing this Mr. 
Leary was adjudged in contempt by Judge 
Dykman, who issued an order imposing a fine 
of $775 and imprisonment for six months unless 
he consented to a discontinuance of the action 
and obtained from Carr a release of all his 
title and interest in the Anderson estate. 

From this order Mr. Leary appealed, and yes- 
terday he obtained astay of proceedings from 
Judge Cullen pending that appeal.

MORE TIPE FOR OONSIGNEES. 
Members of the Maritime Association were 
much pleased yesterday at the receipt of a dis- 
pateh from Washington which said that the 
House Committee on Commerce had reported 
favorably a bill prepared by the association, to 


grant vessels arriving for orders fifteen days 
after arrival to deolare their port of discharge, 
ifloaded with coal, salt, sugar, hides, or jute 
butte, to one consignee. The committee added 
wool and dyewoods to the list. 

The association advocated the bill on the 
ground that modern methods of trade required 
a change from the old regulations, which allowed 
—_ forty-eight hours for vessels to declare 
- r port of discharge. In these days many 
ships arrive “for orders,” and more time is 
needed than the two days now allowed. The ex- 
isting law dates back to 1799. It worked well 
enough in the beginning, but now it is out of 
date, according to the shipping men. 





A FISHING SMACK SOLD AT AUOTION. 

An auction on the water is of frequent occur- 
rence in New-York, although to the general 
public it is a novelty. Nearly every day the 
United States Marshal selle a vessel or craft of 
some kind at 2% moorings, and there gathers a 


characteristic Crowd of men who follow the sea 
to witness the sale.

In the course of the day the Commissioners 
also sent a communication to Mayor Grant in 
which they made the olaim that Landscape 
Architect Calvert Vaux bad confessed himself 
incompetent when upon the witness stand, and 
they recommended his removal from office. The 
Mayor referred the communication to the Park 
Department. 

he Commissioners of Accounts examined 
two witnesses. One was Property Clerk Moson, 
who testified to favoritism having been shown 
in the awards of contracts for shrubs and 
flowers, and Peter D. Traphagen, a former 
gardener in the Park, who twatitied to the re- 
moval of a wagonload of evergreens from the 
Park. He believed that they were given to 
Frederick Hollenbeck, a saloonkeeper.

STEINBRENNER SAYS HE HIRED ONE 
TO SET HIS HOUSE ON FIRE, 


John G. Steinbrenner, who was arrested on 
March 29 for setting fire to his house, 129 Mes- 
erole Street, Brooklyn, madea confession yes- 
terday, in which he implicated Herman Al 
brecht of 135 George Street, who, he said, 
agreed to do the job for $50. 

Steinbrenner said that the premises were 
set on fire with a volatile combustible held ina 
kind of bladder, with a fuse attached. Gunpow- 
der surrounded the fuse. These things were 
shown him, he said, at his apartments on Mon- 
day, March 26, by Herman Albrecht. 

nd This Herman Albrecht,” says Steinbrenner, 
“had agreed with me on Monday, March 28, in 
my apartments, 29 Meserole Street, in presence 
of my wife, to set fire to my house and contents, 
tor which I was to pay him $50 just as soon as [ 
collected my insurance loss. He told me he had 
a friend who bad already set places on fire, and 
who prepared all the ingredients used by them 
in tiring places. He further told me that he 
was an assistantto the other man. He also 
told me he was an Anarchist, also that his pal 
was an Anarchist, and thatif ever I said a word 
to any person I would have to die, as they kept 
poison under their finger nails,and if they 
scratched anybody it was certain death. He 
also told me that they carried.aslung shot, 
knife, and revolver to protect themselves in case 
of trouble. After this {gave them a duplicate 
key of my rooms.” 

Albrecht was arrested at his home, and yes- 
terday Police Justice Goetting held him and 
Steinbrenner for the action of the Grand Jury. 


THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 








IT IS SAID THAT MR. BRADY WILL BE 
THE COMMISSIONER. 


The Mayor has the power to appoint the Com- 
missioner of thé new Building Department just 
established by the Legislature. The salary is 
$5,000 a year, and Superintendent Brady of the 
Building Bureau is now slated for the position. 
The eagententes of the new department will 
not be begun until Mayor Grant receives a cer- 
titied copy of the law. Those men who lose po- 
sitions by the legislation out of existence of the 
bureaus that will go to mace up the new depart- 
ment will probably be reappointed to positions 
in the new department. 





HIS EMPLOYERS NOT LIABLE. 

Upon an ordinary hospital stretcher in the 
United States Circuit Court, presided over by 
Judge Wallace and ajury, there lay yesterday 
afternoon a great curiosity. The man is Martin 
Christiansen, a Dane, and for over two years he 
has lived at‘the Bellevue Hospital with a 
broken back. 

Christiansen was employed as a ooal passer 
by the New-York and Cuba Mail Steamship 
Company, and on March 13, 1890, he was at- 
tached to the steamship Cienfuegos, then lying 
at Pier 17 “East River. While walking forward 
at night he fell down a blind hatohway and not 
only fractured his spine butinjured his spinal 
cord so that his entire body is paralyzed below 
the waist. 

The trial of his suit to recover $75,000 for the 
injuries received began yesterday, but as he 
was pot in the performance of his regular duties 
when the accident occurred, but merely on his 
way to visit a friend in the forward part of the 
ship, the court held that the company was not 
responsible for the accident, and the suit was 
dismissed.

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REBUILDING AFTER A FIBE. 


WHAT IT COSTS TO RECONSTRUCT A 
BURNED-OUT FLAT HOUSE. 


Nobody who bas not seen it done can know 
what a great work itis to make a flat house 
habitable again that has been gutted by fire.- 
For a case in point take a certain building up in 
One Hundred and Fourth Street, out of which 
ten families were driven one Sunday morning 
last November. The fire started in the base- 
ment, burned through five floors, and came out 
of the roof. When it was through burning 
there were three brick walls left practically un- 
injured and a brownstone front that was bad- 
ly damaged from the cornice down to the tops 
of the third-story windows. Inside was ruin, 
charred woodwork, remains of furniture, 4 tan- 
gle of gas pipe and steam pipe, and a crumpled 


tin roof that had dropped through the great 
hole that the fire had made. The owner almost 
wept as he viewed the wreck, but there was 
only one thing todo and he did it He seta 
builder at work. ° 

First the building must. be cleaned out. A 
gang of Italian laborers with picks, shovels, 
crowbars, and axes were setat work. Before 
they were through they turned out into the ad- 
joining vacant lot enough débris to make a 
mountain half the size of Ararat. It seemed as 
though there was to be no end to the blackened 
timbers that they were throwing outof the 
windows. Men cane with wagons to cart it off 
for tirewood, dump-cart men, apple and banana 
peddlers, and squatter farmers; boys came 
with wheelbarrows, handcarts, and bags; wo- 
Ten came with aprons and baby carriages, and 
for days and days streams.of smutty lumber 
radia from the place. Of ashes mixed with 
lime from the walls and the partitions there 
Was seemlugly enough to fillup Harlem River. 
Somebody carted it away, but not before the 
junk men had picked it well over for uails, 
bits of iron, and other articles that anybody not 
in the junk business would suppose absolutely 
worthless. 

To cet the old tin roof out of doors was a job 
that was both tedions and exasperating. It was 
almost unmanageable. Ropes were hitched to 
it, — were punched into it, clubs were thrown 
at it, and all hands swore at it, but it held its 
own fora full halfday “stage-thundering” all 
the while so loudly that some of the people in 
the neighborhood crawled under feather beds 
and weut to dodging imaginary lightning, actu- 
ally believing thata great midwinter thunder 
storm was on. Finally the boss of the laborers 
set his men hacking at the old thing with their 
shovels, and they cutitup into squares which 
wete rolled _up and thrust out of the window. 
There are » Rt of these squares lying about the 
place now, and whoever feeis that one of them 
would add to his comfort or peace of mind may 
take it without fear that anybody will stop him. 

Pretty soon great stacks of new lumber were 
piled up all over the adjoining vacant lot, and a 
force of carpenters was set at work putting in 
new floor joists and roof joists. Then came the 
brownstone men, who took down the damaged 
front and built it up again. Next some of those 
artist-artisans whose business it is to make 
things out of galvanized iron which, when 

ainted, look like massive cornices worth not 
ess than $20 « running foot. Then a man to 
repair the iron fence in front of the building, 
that had been knocked out of shape by some- 
thing that had fallen on it. 

It will take fully two months,to do what re- 
mains to be done, for the huilding must be 
fitted with an entirely new set of insides—new 
partitions, new stairs, new heating apparatus, 
new everything. Keally the operation, take it 
froin start to finish, suggests that wonderful 
performance in cooperage, the building of a 
new barrel about an old bunghole. So long asa 
fiat house must be built of inflammable material, 
it seems a pity that it should not be built 
throughout in such a way that once well on fire 
ali of it would go and leave a clean lot to build 
upon anew.

THE SALOON. 


PROTEST AGAINST AN OBJECTIONABLE 
BROOKLYN LICENSE, 


Twenty-five representative citizens of Brook- 
lyn called at Mayor Boody’s office yesterday to 
protest against the granting of a license fora 
saloon at 307 Grand Avenue to W. H. Tunison. 
They were headed by wr. A. W. Catlin, Alex- 
ander Cameron, F. C. Clark, Charles H. Datoher, 
and Dr. Pilser. They handed in a petition 
showing that the neighborhood was a fine resi- 
dence district, and that the only large buildings 


in it were institutions of learning, like Publio 
School No. 11, the Adelphi Academy, the Pratt 
Institute, and churches. 

Dr. Catlin was the first speaker, and attacked 
the Excise Commissioners. He alleged that 
Commissioner Schliemann had promised to let 
the residents know when an —— fora 
license for a saloon in their neighborhood was 
made, and had failed to do so when Tunison 
asked forone. The speaker had told the Com- 
missioners that City Works Commissioner Jobn 
P. Adams was opposed to granting the license, 
and had been informed that Adams’s wishes 
were not considered as of great weight by the 
Excise Board. . 

Commissioner Schliemann denied having 
acted in bad faith, and said that he was affected 
by the saloon as much as any one, for he lived 
on Grand Avenue near De Kalb, which, he de- 
clared, was as near as these schools and 
churches referred to. 

Mayor Boody asked the Commissioner if he 
had any statement to make inreference to the 
reason for granting the license. This rather 
staggered Schliemann, but he finally said: ‘I 
have no statement. [f I am to follow the 
wishes of these men, the Excise Board might as 
well be abolished. They would object to a 
saloon in any part of the oity.” 

This ended the conference. Tunison bas his 
licénse, and he will keepit. The citizens filed 
outof the Mayor’s ollice conscious that they 
had protested to no purpose.

yA FEATURE OF THE PURE FOOD 
BILL THAT HAS A BAD LOOK. 








@IANUFACTUBERS OF PROPRIETARY MED- 
ICINES SEE POLITICS IN THREATS 
AGAINST THEM—ALL REMEDIES EX- 
IST IN THE COURTS, 


Druggists and dealers in proprietary medi- 
pines have not yet been able to discover any ex- 
ecuse for certain features of the bill which has 
passed the United States Senate and is. now 
before the House, commonly known as the Pure 
Food bill. They do not object toit at all in re- 
Bpect to its application to food, believing, on the 
contrary, that any reasonable measure to pre- 
vent the adulteration or misbranding of food 
should receive support. Whatthey are wholly 
wnabile to understand is the application of such 
a bill to the articles in which they deal. They 
are almost as much in the dark in regard to the 
motive that may have actuated the promoters 
of the bill in including proprietary -medicines 
within its provisions. 

There is a strong suspicion, however, that the 
game of politics is in progress and that their 
business has been marked out as its special 
victim. Considering that the business is one 
that engages an ehormous amount of capital 
and one that could not be sacrificed except at 
great loss, the inference is becoming general 
that perhaps some of the politicians are of the 
opinion that to avoid such a sacrifice those en- 
gaged inthe business would be willing to pay 
handsomely. This seems to be the general con- 
clusion in regard to the motive of the bill in 
fespect to drugs ao far as dealers have permitted 
themselves to come to a definite conclusion. 

The bill provides that the Department of 
Agriculture shall become the censor and judge 
of all articles sold under proprietary rights. It 
proposes to establish a bureau Which will em- 
pioy chemists and other experts who shall ex- 
aniine and analyze samples of drugs offered for 
sale in any State or Territery. While disclaim- 
ing any intention to demand of the owners of 
proprietary medicines exact formulas of the 
Preparation of these articles, it Jp understood 
that formulas must really be submitted, or at 
any rate that the Department of Agriculture 
under this bill must be informed in each case in 


regard to the ingredients used in compounding 
these articles. This amounts to about the same 
thing as s submitting formulas in the opinion of 
those most closely concerned, because the ex- 
perts of the Government would then be 
equipped with information that might be used 
toe the disadvantage of the manufacturers in 
many ways. 

Mr. BE. G. Wells of the house of C. N. Critten- 
ton, in Speaking yesterday of the possible mis- 
use of power for political or other purposes, 
iil — eyo his opinion as follows: 

Suppose I were to send to the department a 
report in regard to some of the articles that we 
Imanufacture. Upon anaiysis hy the depart- 
ment, sappose I were informed that my report 
did net tally with the findings of the experts or 


chemists employed at the department. It would 
then be necessary formeto employ a chemist 
To make an analysis that | might compare with 
the analysis of the Government experts. This 
Louse deals in about 10,v0U proprietary ar- 
ticles. Every examination that I should be 
Obliged to make by direction of the Government 
would cost me $10. I do not wish to charge 
anybody with improper motives or to say that 
vossible differences between experts might be 
Renta by the use of money, but I do say that 


we shonld avoid any such danger, and the only 
‘wavy to doitis by having the law-making pow 
ers keep their bands off from business of this 
kind. 

“The public pretty well understands now 


what the proprietary medicine business is, It 
Is no longer the fashion to sueeratit. Nearly 
nal! proprietary medicines are based on merit. 
Much time, labor, and expense are devoted to 
Introducing them to the public. When once 
they are introduced they must stand by them 
selves. I wean by that to say, that unless an 
article has merit, advertising it will not make it 
permanently profitable. The manufacturers of 
proprietary articies usually know enough to 
associate with good business men, even if they 
lack good business ability themselves. They 
are not the people to rush into large expense 
without knowing pretty well that what they 
have to oiler will command a market as s00n as 
the public may become acquainted with it. A 
grcat many mistakes are made, and many plans 


KO : astray in this business asin others, but gen- 
erally speaking the articles which pay protits 
to the mauufacturers are articles which deserve 


to pay, and they arearticles which are intro 
duced by sound business methods. 

“It seems to me that a law of the kind pro- 
posed might be made to operate to the very 
serious disadvantage of all persons engaged in 
this kind of business. There ure hundreds of 
thousands of proprietary articles. if it were 
required of all manufacturers that their goods 
he approved by the Government in advanco of 
sale in the public market, the department hav- 
jag this watterin hand would find itself over- 
burdenei with applications for analyses. ! 
eCaunot understand how the work that would 
thus be imposed upon the department could be 
hiaudled without putting a stop toa great deal of 
the business now in full operation and inflict- 
jug a heavy less upon those whose business was 


stopped, while perhaps bringing ruin to many. 
“this business is peculiar in that goode must 
be alwaysin the market. The withdrawal of 
goods from the market pending examination by 
Government experts might destroy the market, 
and mwanulaecturere might tind themselves 
forced to begin anew whenever the Govern- 


muenut might decide that they could goon. This 
would imply the expenditure again of much 
time and money, and it might well be calculated 
to drive out of the busipess many persons who 


would not be willing to go through their first 
struggles again. Ili it wete at any time under- 
gtood that analyses could be hastened and fa- 
vorable reports facilitated by the use of money 
through influential channels, the law would be- 
come atonce a demoraiizing one, and it would 
inevitably fail of any possible good purpose 
that well-intentioned people might expect of it. 

‘Supposing it were possible for certain man- 
ufacturers of proprictary articles to cet favora- 
ble reports iu time to prevent any interference 
with their business. The immediate effect would 
be to constitute the Government protector and 
guardian of the proprietary medicine business. 
Thereupon we should see in the newspapers ad- 
vertisements ofall kinds in which the advertis- 
ers would appeal to the public to buy their 
goods with the sanction and approval of the 
Government upon them. I can hardly conceive 
of anything more absurd than a string of news- 
paper advertisements of corn oures and liver 
pills and porous plasters and what not com- 
mended to the public‘ with the sanction of the 
United States Government.’ 

“The fact is, the Government bas no business 
to interfere with manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines, It would be just as sensible to pass 
a iaw that every rail between this city and Bul- 
falo must be absolutely without flaw and must 
‘pear the Government seal or certificate to that 
efiect Why should neta law be passed prevent- 
ing any housewiie from hanging from her win- 
dow or porchapotof flowers on the ground 
that the string or wire holding the pot might 
break and the pot falling might injure some one 
passing by? There are ways of reaching deal- 
ers in bogua articles of all kinds. It is easy to 
correct through the courts every species of 
abuse, imposition, or fraud. The business of 
dealing in proprietary articles isan open and 
legitimate one. It is not done by means of beck 
stairs or sly orunderhanded methods. The pub- 
lic is invited to buy these articles, and those 
‘who do the inviting often tind it very expeusive 
to bring what they have to sell to public atten- 
tion. As I have said before, they know very 
well that unless the goods have merit they can- 
not be permanently profitable, and it is absurd 
to suppose that first sales to the public of a pro- 
prietary article begin to pay the expenses of its 
introduction. 

“Why should our dealers be treated other- 
wise than dealers in general business? Many 
of the articles which we sell have been in the 
market for an ordinary lifetime. They repre- 
sent a large fortune spentin advertising them, 
and the fact that they are in the market over a 
series of years would seem to show thatthe 
public must believe in them. Whatcan be the 
use of a bill requiring such articles to be official- 
ly analyzed? Of what use, indeed, can a bill be 
which requires the anaiyeis of any articie of 
this character, when it is manifest that if the 
article is a fraud there are already legal methods 
of driving itout? Itisa bill without justice or 
wisdom, so far as it relates to our business, and 
Wore it to pass the danger would be that, with- 
out serving any possible good, it would open 
the door to all kinds of evil and threaten the 
most serious financial losses. 

The Association of Manufacturers and Whole- 
saie Dealers in Proprietary Articles, while of 
course Inost earnestly opposed to the bill, has 
not felt called upon to appear against it before 
a committee of Congress, No meeting of the 
association has been called to consider f. Per- 
Daps the reasons for non-action may be indi- 
cated above. It may have been thought that 
the bill would fall of itsown weight. We hope 
its injustice, so far as our business is concerned, 
will become so manifest as todo for us all we 
could hope to do by organized opposition.” 


OONFIDPENCE MEN SWINDLE A LAWYER. 

It is reported that Richard H. Clarke, the law- 
yor, and President of the Oatholic Protectory, 
has been swindled out of $4,800 by two clever 


eonfidence men. Mr. Clarke said yesterday that 
he did not wish either io affirm or deny the re- 
rt.

GOOD NEWS FOR ADIRONDACK ANGLERS 


—FISH COMMISSION’S WORK. 


The monthly meeting of the New-York State 
Fish Commission was held yesterday in the 


offices of the commission, 81 Fulton Street. 


Commissioners Hackney, Huntington, and 


Joline were present. The matter of the appoint- 
ment of a suocessor to John Sheridan as Game 
and Fish Protector was laid over. Two lots of 
oyster ground in Raritan Bay were sold at auc- 
tion. One lot of twenty acres brought $1.50 


per acre, and the other lot of ten acres was sold 
for $1.10 per acre. 

Munroe A. Green, Superintendent of the Cale- 
donia Hatobery at Mumford, reported that com- 
plete arrangements had been made for hatching 
muskallonge in Chautauqua Lake. It is expect- 
ed that the unusual number of 10,000,000 will 


be hatched. Superintendent Green has also ar- 
ranged forthe hatching of pike and channel 
pickerel at Clayton, N, Y. 

Mr. Frederick Mather, Buperintendent of the 
Cold Spring Harbor Hatchery, | Long Island, re- 
ported that he had hatehed 7,000,000 smelt. 
Commissioner Huntington was given full power 
to arrange the details for the construction of 
the new car for the hatching of shad. An ap- 
propriation of $1,500 was recently made for 
the building of this car. 

Permission was given to A. R. Fuller to net 
Meacham Lake for pickerel. This action will be 
appreciated by anglers, who have been com- 
plaining for some time that the pickerel have 
been destroying other fish in Adirondack wat- 
ers. Arrangements were completed for the 
purchase ot 5,000 blaek bass from Lake Erie. 
Superintendent Mather was given charge of the 
shad Remar ay on the Hudson for this season. 
The Brooklyn Institute of Arte and Seiences was 
given permission to continue its use of Cold 
Spring Station as a biological laboratory during 
the Summer. The question of continuing the 
Adirondack station was laid over. 

A letter was received from John W.-Titeomb, 
one of Vermont's Fish Commissioners, stating 
that, while during the closed season American 
tishermen are not even allowed to use the hook 
and line in the waters of Lake Champlain, the 
Canadian fishermen ure depleting the lake of its 
fish by the use of the seine in the half of the 
lake which belongs to Canada. This they do all 
the year around, and Mr. Titcomb suggests that 
concerted action be taken to remedy the evil by 
requesting the Canadian Government to estab- 
lish laws similar te those of this State for the 
protection of the fish in Lake Champlain.

HER BROTHER GOT THE MONEY. 





THE STORY OF LOUISE CHESTER’S FICTI- 
TIOUS HEIR DENIED 


Louise Chester, an unmarried woman who for 
years conducted a knickknack stand in the 
New-York Custom House, saved money and 
died intestate in 1882, leaving about $35,000 in 
personal property and two houses valued at 
about $20,000. A brother, Henry C. Chester, 
had left New-York in 1849 for California 
Charles BH. Otis, attorney for the Public Admin- 
istrator of Brooklyn, went to California in 1886 
and found Chester, but was pot at first satisfied 
that he was the nearest of kin. After two years’ 
further search, and finding no other heirs, Mr. 
Otis paid Chester part of the money, telling 
him that if no other heir turned up “4 fos years 
the entire proceeds would be paid to him. 

Two yeara later Chester came to New-York 
and employed Messrs. Cannon & Atwood as 
his lawyers to prove his claim to the real estate 
left by his sister. This was done to tie satis- 
taction of those who held the real estate, and 
they gave him possession of it without any dis- 
pute. The rest of the estate ip the hands of the 
Public Administrator was paid to Chester, and 
he went West to his home in Happy Camp, Cal. 

A atory was published in a morning newspaper 
yesterday that the estate of Louise Ohester was 
paid over to a man supposed to be her brother, 
while, in fact, the brother died before his sister. 
It was intimated that this was done by the col- 
lusion of Mr. Otis. 

Messrs. Cannon & Atwood said yesterday 
that there was no doubt that Chester was the 
brother and heir, and Mr. Otis said the same 
thing. Mr. Otis explained his connection with 
the case fully and showed that his proceedings 
in the case were regular.

THE OLD STATE ARSENAL.

NO ONE WOULD BID FOR THE MATERIAL 
AND THE CITY MUST REMOVE IT. 


Yesterday forenoon the Department of Public 
Works tried to sell the building material which 
composes the ruins of the old arsenal at White 
and Elm Streets. Fifteen men were gathered 
about the auctioneer when the historic pile was 
put under the hammer. The terms of the sale 
were that the building should be torn down to 
the street level and entirely removed within 
thirty days. When bids were called for no one 
responded, The auctioneer begged for a twenty- 
five-cent bid for-ten minutes, and then offered 
to give the building to any one who would com- 


ply with the conditions. No one wanted it and 
the sale was declared off. The city will remove 
the material. 

The arsenal was built about fifty years ago 
by the State, and in its day was consideyed the 
finest armory in the State. The first story is 
entirely of stone and the other two of brick. It 
is of Gothic architecture and was battlemented 
and turreted like an old castle. The windows 
are narrow slits in the wall. During the late 
war Col. Allen recruited the first New-York 
volunteers in the building. Other regiments 
were recruited there, and it was the headquar- 
ters in war times of the Sixty-ninth Regimeut 
and the Third New-York Cavalry. When the 
arsenal at Thirty-fifth Street and Seventh Ave- 
nue was built the State presented the old ar- 
senal tothe city, and it beeame the headquar- 
ters of several artillery companies. 

During the draft, “‘ dead rabbits,” Fernando 
Wood, and Orange riots it was the scene of 
much excitement, and was several times at- 
tacked by the mobs. 

For several years prior to 1851 the building 
was occupied by Cay? and pipe makers. On 
Deo. 10, 1890, e building was gutted with 
fire, and nothing but the walls now remain 
standing.
